WAYMAN FIGHTS MOVE, 


Prosecutor Prepares, if Necessary, 
to Ask Capias to Force Minor- 
ity Leader to Face a Jury. 


ACCUSED MAN GIVES NEW BAIL. 


State’s Attorney Wayman last evening 
completed preparations for his final blow 
which he believes will knock out the habeas 
corpus proceeding, the last resort of Repre- 
sentative Lee O’Nei] Browne to avoid trial 
in the Criminal court on the charge of bribing 
Representative Charles A. White to vote for 
William Lorimer for senator. 

Should Judge Scanian, who granted a hear- 
ing on a hurried application by Browne's 
attorneys in the morning, rule adversely to 
the state and allow Browne to go free, it is 
confidently expected by attorneys that Judge 
McSurely will order a capias issued for 
Browne and force him to trial in the Crim- 
mal court. 

States Attorney Wayman contends that 
the habeas corpus proceeding is wholly il- 
legal and that Judge Scanlan sitting as a 
Circuit judge exceeded his authority in In 
terfering in a case which already was at 
trial in the Criminal court—a tribunel of 
codrdinate jurisdiction with his own. 


Regard It as Forlorn Hope. 

Mr. Wayman and his aids insisted that they 
were little worried over the last dilatory 
move of Browne and declared the minority 
leader would go to trial in Judge McSurely's 
court tomorrow morning. They do not think 
Judge Scanian will grant Browne's plea. 

Attachés of the state’s attorney's office 
argued that the habeas corpus move was 
only a forlorn hope of the defense and evi- 
dently not concurred in by all of Browne’s 
counsel, as W. 8. Forrest, who has been 
known as the head of the defense brigade 
of lawyers, was not in court when the ap- 
plication was made, and said he knew noth- 
ing of the move. 

Former Judge Hanecy, personal attorney 
for Senator Lorimer, P. H. O'Donnell, and 
James Hartnett applied for the writ on the 
grounds that the Criminal court had no juris- 
diction over a charge of bribing a legislator 
for voting for a United States senator. 

Attorney Forrest declared that the absence 
of himself and Attorney Charles E. Erbstein, 
also of Browne's counsel, did not mean that 
there was any disagreement among counsel 
for the indicted legislator. Reports eman- 
ated from friends of Browne, however, that 
Mr. Forrest was not in sympathy with the 
habeas corpus move, but desired to delay trial 
through a venue change appeal, which was 
overruled by the defendant himself, 


Wayman Says Absurdity. 

State's Attorney Wayman fought hard in 
Judge Scgnilan’s court on the bond for thé 
defendant. He said the whole proceeding 
was an “absurdity,” and warned Deputy 
Sheriff Peters that the $15,000 bond that 
the defendant was allowed to give was worth- 
less, and that the bondsmen could not be held 
for a dollar should Lee O’Neil Browne decide 
to leave before the hearing on the writ, set 
for 8 o'clock in the morning. 

The initial proceedings were hurried 
through. Preliminary to the filing of the 
habeas corpus petition, Ald. John Powers and 
Ald. John J. Brennan, the indicted legislator’s 
bondsmen, surrendered Browne to the sheriff. 
A few moments later Attorney O’Donnell 
handed the petition to Judge Scanian. 


No Fight on Indictment. 

“On what grounds?” asked the judge. 

„On the grounds that the Criminal court 
has no jurisdiction in this case in any way,“ 
Attorney Hanecy answered. 

* You are not attacking the indictment nor 
the sufficiency of the evidence,“ questioned 
the court. 

“No, only the court's jurisdiction,” Mr. 
Hanecy replied. “It will take only an hour 
to hear our arguments.“ 

„ Very well, this court will receive the 
petition and set the case for hearing at 8 
o’clock Monday morning. Let there be no 
mistake in my attitude; I will permit no de- 
lay. I understand that he also is a defend- 
ant in a case in the Criminal court at 10 
o’clock Monday morning, and this proceed- 
ing must be concluded by that hour.”’ 

When Mr. Wayman heard of the proceed- 
ing, of which he had been kept in ignorance, 
he hurried to Judge Scanlan's court and chal- 
lenged, the right of the court to review the 
caze which already is before a judge of con- 
current an. 

Wayman Claims Writ Is Void, 

„For two days,” the state’s attorney said, 
“two lawyers stood in the Criminal court 
and argued on a motion to quash. Judge Me- 
Surely overruled the motion. The defendant 
has been arraigned and pleaded not guilty to 
the charge of bribery. Is that jurisdiction in 
this matter? The Criminal and Circuit courts 
are concurrent.” 

“The only question I am desirous to de- 
termine, said the judge, is whether or not 
the Criminal court has jurisdiction of the 
person, and the subject matter.“ 

“The Supreme court of this state has held 
that any act of a court to review the proceed- 
ings of a concurrent tribunal is a nullity,” 
declared the state's attorney in answer. I 
contend therefore that this writ issued here 
today is vold and that a new bond accepted 
by tits court would be void.” 

„But.“ said Judge Scanian, “ if ne gave a 
new bond ip the Criminel court, then I 
would not have jurisdiction over him: and he 
would not be compelled to appear here Mon- 
day morning.” 

Sees Chance of Escape. 

“Right,” replied Mr. Wayman, “and if 
you accept a new bond he may not appear 
here or on the north side either, and that is 
what I am interested in just now. Weare 
now to proceed and we can eliminate 
matter of bail,”

Aged Mother Appeals for Youth 
in Peril in ae 


TAKEN AS REBEL BY MADRIZ, 


Life Story of a Bay State Soldier of 
Fortune Like Fiction 


Cambridge, Mass., June 4.—[Special.}]—Mra 
Rachael Pittman of this city, mother of Wil- 
liam P. Pittman, captured by the Madriz 
forces in Nicaragua, and belleved in peril! of 
his life, made a personel appeal tonight to 
President Taft. ; 

Edwin Pittman, a brother, in behalf of 
his aged mother, has sent the following mes- 
sage to the president: 

As a mother, grief stricken over the news 
of the danger of my boy, William P. Pittman, 
who, the newspapers state, may be shot for 
his part in the Nicaraguan revolution, I seek 
your interference in his behalf. He has been 
for four years in the United States government 
service in Panama. I only ask what is my right 
as a mother, but if there is acything you can 
do I implore you to do it.

Laid Mines for Insurgents. 

According to cable dispatches, Pittman, 
who laid the mines at Bluefields for the in- 
surgents, was captured by the government 
troops and will be tried by court marttal. 

This was made known in Nicaragua follow- 
ing the receipt by the Madriz government 
of the details of the capture of Bluefields 
bluff by the forces of President Madriz. 

The troops passed to thé assault over five 
mines, only one of which was exploded. Pitt- 
man was wounded and captured, it te said, as 
he was engaged in operating the mechanism 
through which the hidden engines of destruc- 
tion were released. 


Life Story Reads Like Fiction. 

A soldier of fortune, the life story of Will- 
iam P. Pittman's 27 years, as told by his 
mother tonight, reade like fiction. Before 
he was 16 he ran away from home to join in 
the Boer war. After various wanderings he 
shipped at Glasgow or tramp steamer and 
went to South Africa as a mess boy. He was 
not allowed to enlist, but as water boy he was 
at the front and spent much of the time 
trekking mules. 

The Boer war over, he sailed on another 
tramp steamer for Australia, where he 
worked as a sheep herder, but it was not 
exciting enough, and he return to America, 
landing in Mexico. 

A revolution was brewing in Venezuela and 
Pittman took sides with the revolutionists. 
The revolution over, he secured a place on 
the steamer Morro Castle and there took out 
his first engineer’s papers. 

For four years the young man was em- 
ployed in Panama canal construction work. 
After leaving Panama Pittman went to New 
Orleans and met Carios Chamorro, son of 
Gen. Chamorro, a leader in the Estrada army. 
He joined the insurgents and became an im- 
portant factor in the revolutionary forces, 


United States Demands Fair Deal. 

Washington, D. C., June 4—The state de- 
partment has acted promptly in the case of 
William P. Pittman, an American engineer, 
said to have been captured by the Madriz 
forces. while. operating with the Estrada 
army. 

The following is a paraphrase of telegrams 
sent by the state department today to the 
American consulates at Managua and Blue- 
fields and to Commander Gilmer of the Pa- 
ducah: 

There is a newspaper report from San Juan 
Del Sur to the effect that William P. Pittman, an 
American citizen, who is alleged to have laid 
mines while operating with the Estrada forces, 
has been made prisoner by the Madriz forces and 
is about to be tried by court martial. It is un- 
necessary to point out that this government will 

scrutinize the treatment accorded him, 
which must be humane and regular, You will 


immediately make inquiry and opere te the 
department. 


Forewarned in Present Case. 

It is said Pittman possibly may suffer a 
fate similar to that which befell Groce and 
Cannon. In the cases of those two Ameri- 
cans a drumhead court martial had pro- 
nounced the death sentence upon them and 
they had been executed before it was known 
in the United States that they were under 
sentence. 

In the present case the government was 
forewarned. The intimation was clearly 
given the Madriz government that some one 
would suffer if any summary or irregular 
action should be taken against Pittman.

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FIREMEN WIN WAGE VICTORY 


U. 8. Arbitration Board Orders 
Average Increase of 10 Per Cent 


WESTERN LINES LOSE CASE. 


in Averting Great Strike. 


By a decision of the federal board of arhi- 
tration appointed under the Erdinan law, 
27,000 locomotive firemen employed on forty- 
nine western railroads will receive a general 
average of 10 per cent increase in wages over 
the former rates of pay. The decision was 
given yesterday by Umpire William Lea 
Chambers in Judge Grosscup’s courtroom in 
the federal building. 

The increase granted varies from 5 per cent 
on oil burning engines to about 18 per cent 
on the heavy types of coal burning locomo- 
tives. Every class of the service, from switch 
and freight engine firemen to the men on the 
fast passenger and express locomotives, is 
included in the award. The decision means 
that nearly $3,000,000 annually will be added 
to the pay roll for firemen on western rail- 
roads. Every railroad west of Chicaga.to 
the Pacific coast apd from the Rio Grande to 
the Canadian border is affected. 


Findings of the Board. 

In substance the awards for the various 
classes of work areas follows: 

Firemen in ‘main line and branch passenger 
service, increase of 15 cents per 100 miles or less, 

Firemen in through and irregular freight (ex- 
cept Mallet type engines), increase of 15 cents 
per 100 miles or less on oil burning engines and 
30 cents on coal burning engines. 

On simple engines having cylinders 94 inches 
or over in diameter, and on compound engines 
weighing 215,000 pounds or more on drivers, 
firemen shall receive not less than $3.75 per 100 
miles or less, 

Firemen in local or way freight service, an 
increase of 25 cents per 100 miles or less over 
through freight rates established by this arbi- 
tration, except on roads having an eight hour 
Gay or twelve and e half miles per hour baste 
for such runs. 

Firemen on Nallet type engines shall re- 
ceive $4 per 100 miles or less in all classes of 
service. 

Firemen in yard service, an increase of 35 
cents per day. 

Where rate of pay is provided for transfer 
service, firemen shall be granted an increase of 
26 cents per day. 

On lines where rates of pay are negotiated 
through the Brotherhood of Lecomotive Fire- 
men and Enginemen committees for hostiers, 
switeh engineers, and engine dispatchers, an in- 
crease of 25 cents per day. 

Reasons for the Demands. 

High cost of living and increased work and 
responsibility by reason of increased tonnage 
and heavier types of engines were recognized 
as the two main factors warranting the raise 
in wages. These were the principal conten- 
tions of the firemen in their plea before the 
board, and the decision was regarded as an 
unusually complete victory for the men, in-

cured from Frank J. Traut, a local fish and 
ice dealer, a confession— 
| Phat he recétved the $1,280 collected by Johan 
| Dizon from fishermen in the Peoria district.

That he received from other collectors ” an 
amount sufficient to make up the $3,500 re- 
| quired by the holdup legislators. 
| ‘That the money was to be paid to the legis- 
| lators for the death of the fish bill. 

That he concentrated his persuasive efforts 
on Representative A. M. Foster, chairman of 
the house committee on fish, 

That he spent the whole last night of the last 
session of the legislature with Foster. 

That he got what he wanted, and the Ash bill 


was killed, 
Grand Jury to Hear Details. 


Further details in the transaction were not 
made public by Mr. Burke, but will be 
brought out under oath in the grand jury 
room in Springfield. | 

Traut told his story to tlie prosecutor in 
a long conference held in the latter's hotel 
room. He refused to say anything afterward 
about what had been said except that he 
had told Mr. Burke the truth, and that he 
would repeat it to the grand jury. 

That he will do so is quite probable, as the 
jury has now sufficient evidence to indict 
for conspiracy to commit bribery, a peni- 
tentiary offense, the men who paid the money, 
the collectors, and the receiver who brought 
about the desired result in the legislature. 

Then, too, there are perjury forms always 

ready in the state’s attorney s office. 

The genesis of the jackpot is made more 
clear than ever in all its complications by 
Traut's confession. 

Henry Lemm, the Pekin fisherman, has 

‘ testified before the grand jurz to having paid 
$300 toward the jackpot to the bigger fisher- 
man and a collector, John Dixon. 
| Admits Getting and Giving Money. 
| Dixon has testified before the grand jury 
to having collected $1,250 for the jackpot 
' from fellow fishermen, and to having turned 
(it over in currency wrapped in brown paper 
‘to Traut at the St. Nicholas hotel in Spring- 
Held. 

Traut has admitted to Mr. Burke not only 

the receipt ot this money, but the receipt 
ot other money from other collectors, 
‘amounting in all to $2,500. It is also in evi- 
‘dence that about $1,000 was raised by the 
fishermen for other expenses. 
Traut haa admitted tonight “for publica- 
tion that the life or death of the fish bill 
lay in the hands of Representative Foster, 
chairman of the house committee. 

Tramt also has admitted for publication 
| that he spent the whole last night of the 
last session in company with Foster, when 
Col. Nat H. Cohen, state fish commissioner, 
was urging Foster to bring the bill up for a 
decisive vote and charging that money had 
been used. Then, speaking “for publica- 
tion, Mr. Traut solemnly avers that all 
the money collected was used for ordinary 
legitimate lobbying expenses, hotel bills, 
railroad fare, postage, stationery, telegrams, 
etc., with possibly a lawyer's fee for the 
presentation of the fisherman’s side of the 
matter to the committee. 

The witnesses on Monday will be: 

Ralph O. Lord, bookkeeper for Lemm, 
who paid the $300 to Dixon by a check in- 
dorsed in blank so that we will not get into 
trouble if this should ever get out.“ 

Frank J. Traut, into whose hands the 82. 
500 jackpot money has been traced tonight. 

Charles Gridley of Virginia, an attorney 
who lobbied for the fishermen, and a friend 
of Traut. 

A man, as yet unknown, who is familiar 
with some of the ultimate transfers of the 
money.

Trip on Spur of Moment. 

State’s Attorney Burke's trip tonight was 
taken on the spur of the moment and with 
no preparation, after he had learned from 
Dixon in the grand jury room the details of 
his transfer of the fund to Traut. He imme- 
diately adjourned the jury and set off for 
Beardstown, accompanied by Deputy Sheriff 
Henry A. Bogardus. Bogardus had served 
Traut with a subpcena ten minutes after they 
arrived in town. 

An incident worthy of note at the begin- 
ning o fthe trip was the presence of former 
Judge Clarence Jones (the local Roger Sulli- 
van lieutenant, who made the race against 
Burke at the primaries) at the train to see 
the party off. Jones is an inseparable com- 
panion of former Senator Tom Dawson, 
who is retained by those higher up to act as 
attorney for in dad legislators. 

Both men are equally reticent as to their 
employers, the nature of their connection 
with the case, and their business in the ante- 
room of the state’s attorney's office, and 
equally ubiquitous whenever it is advisable 
to block or attempt to block the state’s at- 
torney. Jones was nervous, but said: 

Burke will never get anywhere on this 
fish deal because he can’t trace the money 
to any legislator.“ 


Also After Bigger Deals. 

While much attention is being given to the 
fish bill fund by Prosecutor Burke, evidence 
submitted indicates this is trivial compared 
with the big jackpot raised to control heavier 
legislation. Representative Beckémeyer is 
reported to have mentioned a number bf bills. 

For the local option bill eliminating the 
township feature and making the city or vil- 
lage the unit to be voted upon, Beckemeyer 
is said to have stated a pot ot $100,000 was 
raised, but this has been strenuously denied 
by representatives of the liquor interests. 

For the so-called business corporation tax 
bill, which was passed and vetoed, it is re- 
ported a fund of $35,000 was raised, while 
$50,000 is the sum mentioned in connection 
with the bill providing for transfer of valu- 
able lake front lands to certain Chicago cor- 
porations.

Tour petitioner further shows that each 
and every act complained of against your pe- 
titioner pertains to the constitution and laws 
of the United States. 


Claims Federal Jurisdiction. 

“Your petitioner further shows that each 
and every offense attempted to be set forth 
in each and every count of said indictment 
is an offense wholly within the jurisdiction 
of the United States and not within the au- 
thority of the laws of the state of Illinois. 

Tour petitioner further shows that each 
and every one of the proceedings against 
him exhibited aforesaid denies to him the 
equal protection of the constitution and laws 
of the United States aforesaid and of the 
constitution and laws of the state of Illinois 
aforesaid. 

Tour petitioner furtber shows that it is 
manifest upon thé face of the aforesaid in- 
dictment, and in each and every count there- 
of, that the Criminal court of said Cook 
county is without jurisdiction in the prem- 
ises and that each and every of all proceed- 
ings thereunder by said Criminal court of 
Cook country is contrary to the constitution 
and laws of the United States, contrary to 
the constitution and laws of Illinois, and 
void. 

“ Your petitioner further shows and repre- 
sents that he committed none of the ex- 
hibited supposed acts in the indictment afore- 
said and in each count thereof. Your peti- 
tioner further shows that “<« innocent and 
not guilty of ar olfenm cr crime against the 
laws of the United States. Your petitioner 
further shows that he is innocent and not 
guilty of an offense against the laws of the 
state of Illinois.” 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Peters said in the 
evening that the sheriff’s attorney had looked 
up the legal question of the validity of the 
Browne bond and reported that it was per- 
fectly legal in every respect and the amount 
could be collected from the bond company 
in case Browne should fail to appear in court.

BOA GETS MAN IN ITS COILS; 
HANGS ON TILL CUT TO DEATH. 


Animal Attendant Held by Monster 
Snake Is Rolled Helplessly About Pit 
Until Companions Rescue Him. 


Albany, N. T., June 4.—[Special. I— Fast in 
the colle of a monster boa-constrictor which 
was crushing his legs and bcdy, John W. 
McCarthy, an attendant in an anima! show 
here, would have been crushed to death but 
for the alertness of other attendants. 

McCarthy, in cleaning the pit, leaped in 
Without warning, the snake 
snapped at him, and the fangs caught in 
the sleeve of his left arm, tearing away the 
cloth and scratching the flesh badly. Me- 
Carthy attempted to jump to one side, but 
was not quick enough to avoid the serpent. 
which quickly wound itself around him sev- 
eral times. 

The man was thrown to the bottom of the 
pit despite his struggles to free himself. 
Others leaped into the pit, one man armed 
with a cleaver and others with knives. One 
hacked the muscles of the boa until the 
serpent relaxed its hold, allowing McCarthy's 
body to be drawn from beneath the pit. He 
was faint and dripping with perspiration. 

The snake, which was then killed, was 
about twenty-eight feet long and twenty-six 
inches in circumference.

„ D. C., June (Although it 


came as a surprise to many, there were nu- 
merous Indications today that the senate and 
house might reach a prompt agreement on 
the railroad bill through practical acceptance 
by the house of the senate bill;. While there 
was no certainty that such would be the case, 
there were many straws pointing that way. 
This would have the effect of hastening the 
adjournment of congress, and members 
prophesied that with the railroad bill agreed 
upon, adjournment would come within three 
weeks. 

Barly today Senators Aldrich, Crane, and 
Elkins were over on the house side engaged 
in Conference with Speaker Cannon and 
Representative Mann of Illinois, who has 
charge of the house bill. 


Mann Not Satisfied with Bill. 

Mr. Mann said that.as far as he was con- 
cerned: personally, he would not agree to the 
senate bill. He said there were many things 
in the house measure which were not in the 
one adopted by the senate upon which he 
would insist. Also there were some things 
in the senate bill to which he objected. 

There was, however, said Mr. Mann, a 
movement among some of the ** insurgent ”’ 
Republicans, as weli as regulars who 
voted together to amend the bill when it 
was in the house, to accept the senate bill as 
being a near approach to what they desired. 
It was learned also that the Democrats prac- 
tically were prepared, or at least those who 
have led the: fight on the railroad bill on 
that side were prepared, to accept the senate 
bill rather than take chances on what a con- 
ference between the two houses would evolve.

BROWN TELLS RAIL LOSSES 


New York Central President Ex- 
plains Large Cancellations. 
ROADS SEEN 


AS MARTYRS, 


Wages and Expense Inerease, but Laws ) 


Cut Income, He Says. 


New York, June 4--ISpeeial. President 
W. C. Brown of the New York Central rail- 
road today issued a statement explaining the 
road’s recem cancellation of orders for new 
rolling stock and supplies. He also let it be 
known that the amount of the cancellations 
was greater than at first announced. 

Besides withdrawing contracts that had 
been given for freight cars costing $3,000,000 
the road has withdrawn instructions request- 
ing bids for freight cars totaling in cost $4,- 
000,000 more and expennditures for improve- 
ments amounting to $8,000,000 have been held 
up pending the determination of the question 
as to whether or not a moderate increase in 
freight rates would be permitted. 

Sees Railroads as Sufferers. 

Mr. Brown also authorized another state- 
ment in which he gave the railroad side of the 
higher freight rate fight. Mr. Brown said that 
the railroads of the United States are re- 
celving practically the same money return 
for transportation services that they received 
a decade ago, and that “freight and pas- 
senger revenues are practically the only com- 
modity prices in which there had been no 
advance from the general level which pre- 
valled ten years ago.“ 

“Ag the purchasing power of the rall- 
way earned dollar, Mr. Brown said, has 
fallen off materially during this period, the 
railways are receiving a smaller compensa- 
tion for their services than at the beginning of 
the period in question. 

„ In the early part of 1907 the increases 
in the wages of employés amounted to more 
than $100,000,000 a year, and notwith- 
standing that there was no reduction in the 
rates of pay of railway labor during 
the last ninety days as the result of arbitra- 
tion, a further increase in wages of approxi- 
mately $125,000,000 per year.”

If I had done anything contrary 
to the policy of the association the directors’ 
stamp wouldn't have been put upon the reso- 
lutions passed at Friday's meeting, approv- 
ing of the action of President Taft and At- 
torney General Wickersham. Perhaps some 
of the rallroad presidents and other officials 
were in the market. 

“It’s quite a customary thing in such 
cases to go after the secretary. But. as far 
as their talk about there being likelihood of 
a panic produced by the conditions imposed 
upon the railroads, that is all bosh. If there 
really was any danger of a panic they 
wouldn't talk that way. -They’d be afraid to 
talk.“ 

Opponents on Warpath. 

According to the story which brought Mr. 
Glenn’s reply, pro-railroad members of the 
association and business associates of An- 


drew J. Graham got out their scalping 


knives and went on the warpath, seeking 
Mr. Glenn. Mr. Glenn's activity in the traf- 
fic fight was assigned as the reason. It was 
stated yesterday that every member of the 
association has been asked to attend a mass 
meeting in Orchestra hall next Wednesday 


to ask the dropping of Mr. Glenn as secre. 


tary by the board of directors. 

Tracers of the move expressed the opinion 
that the trouble dated back to an address by

The inclement weather at night caused 
the attendance for the final concert to be the 
smallest of the festival. Still the audience 
probably numbered 3,000, and those who 
braved the elements were rewarded by one of 
the finest exhibitions of choral singing that it 
has been the writer’s good fortune to hear 
during many years spent chiefly in listening 
to music. Thanks to the splendid work of 
Mr. Lutkin’s chorus and of the soprano and 
tenor sololsts— Mrs. Osborn-Hannah and Mr. 
Evan Williams—the performance accorded 
Verdi's Requiem mass was commensurate 
with the nobility of the composition in 80 
far as their share in it was concerned. It 
was due to the indifference of the Thomas 
orchestra, the inadequate preparation of 
the bass soloist, and the vocal limitations 
of the contralto that the success was not 
complete. 


Shortcomings of the Orchestra. 


One records the shortcomings of the or- 
chestra with regret because it indicates a 
certain lack of respect for a noble work of 
art on the part of an organization which 
we have reason to be proud of, and which 
was established and is supported in the belief 
that it is dedicated to a great artiatic ideal. 
There was but little of the dedicatory spirit 
to be discovered in the accompaniments 
which the Thomas orchestra supplied for 
Mr. Lutkin's singers. The chorus sang with 
enthusiasm, with reverence, and with that 
scrupulous regard for technical detail which 
results only from careful preparation and 
from real inspiration in the moment of per- 
formance. The orchestra played the notes, 
but with a carelessness that entirely disre- 
garded the dynamic markings of the score, 
and with an occasional inaccuracy that im- 
pressed most disagreeably. 

There is no time to dilate upon the recur- 
rence of that indifference whith the mem- 
bers of the orchestra occasionally manifest 
when they answer to the baton of another 
than their regular conductor, 


Real Pianissimo Is Lacking, 


Some hint of the extent of this indifference 
is to be obtained from the consideration of 
the surprising circumstance, that during 
the entire first half of the Requiem, the 
orchestra did not once play a real planissimo. 
The softest dynamic inflection employed by 
this splendidly trained body of players, was 
a characterless mezzo-forte. One passes 
over the disagreeable misintonations of the 
trumpets as something too painful to record, 
and turns to the more grateful subject of 
the work that could surmount the handi- 
caps imposed by an unbalanced performance 
and impress profoundly by its deep religious 
spirit, by its beauty, its directness of utter- 
ance and its masterly simplicity. 

Verdi here approached something of the 
greatness of idea that belongs 10 Beethoven. 
He threw off his long worn cloak of the- 
atricalism and revealed himself in a mood of 
great spiritual exaltation, of profound philo- 
sophy, of abiding faith. In that spirit the 
festival chorus sang his music. In that spirit 
the audience received it. The experience was 
one long to be remembered, 

Mr. Williams and Mrs. Osborn-Hannah 
shared the honors of the last performance. 
The former added to his splendid vocal 
achievements that quality of personal ad- 
dress to his hearers which is such a potent 
factor in his interpretative art. He convinces 
his hearers because he himself is convinced. 
So deeply does this quality of simplicity au d 
sincerity impress that one loses sight of the 
many admirable musical and vocal qualities 
that are the means through which it is mani- 
tested. 


HOSPITAL DAY YIELDS $25,000. 


CathoHe and Baptist Institutions Bene- 
ficiaries of Collections—Amount 
May Be Increased. 


Chicago Hospital day, May 16, netted the 
Roman Catholic and Baptist hospitals of the 
city almost $25,000, with a possibility of its 
being raiged to $30,000 by the sums taken up 
in the Baptist and Catholic churches on the 
Sunday preceding. This announcement was 
made yesterday at a meeting of the Hospital 
Day aseociation in the assembly room of the 
First National Bank building when the 
treasurer, Leroy A. Goddard and others, 
read their reports. 

The exact amount obtained from all 
sources was $25,007.22, while the disburse- 
ments will not exceed $150. In the districted 
areas, that allotted to Mrs. John B. Murphy 
brought in the largest returns, the receipts 
totaling $1,851.75. Mrs. James H. Channon 
came next with $958.64. Edward F. Swift 
sent a check for $100 with the stipulation that 
it de used only for the hospitals for con- 
tagious diseases. 

The money is to be divided equally between 
the Baptist, Roman Catholic, and contagious 
disease hospital funds.

EXPULSION OF JEWS GROWS 


Russian Officials Drive Them 
from Towns Without Warning. 


EXILES IN ‘DIRE

Colonies Will Be Provided for Them in 
Oriental Turkey. 


STRAITS. 


BERLIN, June 4.—The expulsion of Jews 
in Russia is increasing day by day, according 
to the dispatches received by the Jewish Aid 
society here, More than 30,000 Jews through- 
out the country have been expelled from the 
forbidden territory and not less than 7,000 
of these resided in Kiev. In most of the 
cases no notice was given to the people, who 
were compelled to leave the cities immediate- 
ly, aban@oning their businesses, houses, and 
belongings. 

Dr. Bernard Kahn, secretary of the society, 
who is in constant communication with Rus- 
sia, says that small tradesmen and artisans 
form the majority of those expelled, and it 
is they whe are placed in the most dire 
straits; No detaile have been received of 
any brutality towards the Jews, however. 

Streams of emigrants are proceeding to 
the United States, Canada, and the Argentine 
republic, but most of them, under the guid- 
ance of rabbis, are turning to orienta} Tur- 
key, where the Jewish leaders are making 
arrangements to establish colonies. 


Jewish Delegates Ruled Out. 
MOSCOW, June 4.—The prefecture of police 
has informed the organizers of the Pharma- 
ceutical congress, which is to be held here, 
that Jewish delegates who are pharmaceu- 
tical assistants will not be allowed to enter 
the city. 


RABBI PLEADS FOR AID. 

New ‘York, June 4.—Rabbi Joseph Silver- 
man of the Temple Emanu-El made a plea 
for the Jews of Russia in his morning session 
today. He urged prominent New York Jews 
to attend the public hearing in Washington 
on the immigration bills introduced by Rep- 
resentative Bennet. Private advices, Rabbi 
Silverman said, show that the condition of 
Jews in Russia is even worse than pictured 
by press dispatches. 

“Go to Washington and show congress 
that the Jewish people in this country feel 
for their brethren in Russia.“ said the rabbi. 
Let the whole nation know of this great 
crime, a crime not only against the Jews but 
ageinst humanity.”

Created by Congress Will 
Adjust Differences, 


LAKE REGION AFFECTED. 


Appropriation for Pay and Ex- 
penses Recently Recommend- 
ed by President Taft. 


BT JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., June 4.—[Special.}—A 
permanent commisison to compose differ- 
ences arising between the United States and 
Great Britain will be created under a bill 
which will be passed by congress before ad- 
journment. 

President Taft recently recommended that 
congress make an appropriation of 3756. 000 
for the compensation and expenses of three 
members of a joint American-Canadian com- 
mission. Provision for such a commission 
ig contained in a treaty relating specifically 
to the settlement of all disputes between the 
United States and the dominion in respect to 
waterways. Because the great lakes and all 
points thereon, including the Chicago drain- 
age canal, will be more or less affected by the 
decisions of the commission, the granting of 
legal authority for the creation of the body 
becomes of special importance to the lake 
region. 

The commission will comprise three Amer- 
icans, appointed by the president, and three 
representatives of Canada, who will be 
named by King George on the recommeénda- 
tion of the governor in council of the domin- 
lon. It is the intention of the president to se- 
lect men thoroughly fitted to discharge the 
— work which will be intrusted to 

em. 


Ernst Mentioned for Board. 

It is understood that Senator Cullom will 
favor the candidacy of Brig. Gen. O. H. Ernst, 
chairman of the international waterways 
commission, a body which, of course, will go 
out of existence as soon as the new commis- 
sion is authorized. The Ernst commission 
has codperated with a Canadian commission 
in securing the material upon which the 
waterways treaty was based. Gen. Ernst is 
familiar with the wate ways situation, knows 
the needs of Chicago an N other lake ports and 
interests, and, in the opinion of Senator Cal- 
lom, is well qualified to protect the rights of 
the United States. 

Chandler P. Anderson of New York, who is 
associated with Senator Root in the prosecu- 
tion of several cases before the tribune! of 
arbitration at The Hague, also has been sug- 
gested for appointment on the American com- 
mission. 

Under the terms of the treaty the proposed 
commission will have jurisdiction over all 


, cases involving the use br obstruction or di- 


version of boundary waters. The two coun- 
tries are agreed that such waters shall not be 
polluted on either side to the injury of health 
or property on the other. It also hae been 
deemed expedient to limit the diversion of 
waters from the Niagara river so that the 
level of Lake Erie and the flow of the stream 
shall not be appreciably affected. 

To preserve the Niagara falls it was stipu- 
lated that no diversion of the waters of the 
Niagara river above the falls should be per- 
mitted beyond 20,000 cubic feet a second upon 
the American and 36,000 cubic feet a second 
upon the Canadian side. The prohibitions 
thus made are not applicableto the diversion 
of water for sanitary or domestic purposes 
or for the service of canals for the purposes 
of navigation. 


Equal and Similar Rights. 

„Under the treaty the two countries have, 
each on its own side of the boundary, equal 
and similar rights in the use of the water. 
No use will be permitted, however, which 
tends materially to conflict with or restrain 
any other use which is given preference over 
it in this order of precedence: 

Uses for domestic and sanitary purposes. 

Uses for navigation. including the service of 
canals for the purposes of navigation. 

Uses for power and for irrigation purposes. 

It is evident that the commission will have 
a great deal of delicate work to do, as it 
will have to pass upon every case that may 
arise in regard to the disposition of what 
are known as boundary waters. The Cana- 
dians may object to action on the part of 
American interests which in their opinion 
is calculated to lower the level of the lake. 
Such an objection would be filed with the 
commission and the decision of the majority 
would bind both countries. 

But under the treaty and the bill pending 
in congress questions arising in connection 
with boundary waters will not be the only 
nes the commission must consider. Any 
‘controversy that may develop involving the 
rights, obligations, or interests of the United 
States and Canada, along their common 
frontier, must be referred to the commission. 
No decision will be made by the commis- 
sion upon such a controversy, merely a re- 
port and recommendations; but, if the two 
governments deem it desirable, they may ask 
the commission to arrange a settlement. The 
commission should be of real use in prevent- 
img any dispute reaching a stage apt to cre- 
ate bad feeling between the two great coun- 


Seal Question Still Unsettled. 

The only important question which remains 
to be settled with Great Britain affecting Can- 
ada and the United States is that relating to 
the preservation of the fur seal herd of the 
north Pacific. It will be recalled that four 
years ago District Attorney Ddwin W. Sims 
of Chicago was sent to Alaska to investigate 
and report upon the condition of the herd. 

At the time of the discovery of the Pribilof 
islands, off the coast of Alaska, fur seal, sea 
otter, walrus, sea lions, and foxes were found 
in almost unlimited numbers. Mr. Sims re- 
ported that the killing of all these species of 
animals proceeded with wanton prodigality 
from 1786 until 1836, when the fur seal herd 
was reduced to less than 200,000, This shrink- 
age was caused by the indiscriminate killing 
ot both males and femeles, A closed season 
was on the islands from 1885 to 
1845-50, during which period only such seals 
were killed as Were necessary to furnish food 
and clothing for the natives. The killing o: 
females on land also was discontinued after 
1885 and never again legally was resumed. 

This resulted in a gradual rehabilitation of 
the herd, allowing an increasing number of 
young male seals to be taken each year from 
1860 until 1870, the date of the commencement 
of the first lease of the sealing rights of the 
Alaska Commercial company. From that 
year and during the twenty years of this first 
lease 100,000 young male seals were killed 
annually for commercial purposes and the 
skins marketed. with the exception of the 
years 1677 and 1883, when only 75,000 seals 
were killed.

Root to Ask Former President to 
Stump New York for Loeb.

LONDON, June 4.—American politictans, 
many of whom are in London, are busy spec- 
ulating on the nature of the conferende be- 
tween Elihu Root and Theodore Roosevelt 
on Monday. There is an impression that 
Root’s message to Roosevelt was to the et- 
fect that in his view the dissension in the 
Republican party, both in the nation and in 
New York. makes it necessary for Col. Roose- 
vek to take off his coat to save the state sit- 
uation. In order to induce Col. Roosevek to 
take such steps the suggestion is made that 
his friend Loeb be nominated for governor. 

Whether Col, Roosevelt will adopt such 
advice cannot be ascertained, but Tammany 
politicians in London have expressed their 
emphatic opinion that the Democrats will 
carry New York in any other circumstance. 
The only possibility of Republican success 
will be the nomination of Loeb and Reosevelt 
stumping the state for him and reasserting 
Rooseveltian doctrines daily. 

Since ita delivery, the resentment of the 
average Englishman at Col. Roosevelt's 
Guildhall speech ig more apparent, and the 
fact that he agrees with Roosevelt's views 
and statements does not lessen this feeling. 
In clubs especially the criticism is strong 
and outspoken. For a Mttle while astonish- 
ment at the extraordinary nature of the 
speech combined with undoubted approval of 
most of its sentiments kept the feeling of 
annoyance to a certain extent in the back- 
ground. 


Speech Not “Good Form’’? 

The Britisher is not a rapid thinker, but 
for the last couple of days he seems thor- 
oughly to have realized he has been treated 
by a guest in a manner violating the canons 
of that mysterious but all powerful British 
institution good form.“ Most of the week- 
ly press take Col. Roosevelt's Guildhall 
Egypt speech quietly, the radicals intl 
mating they could have survived without it.

Intellectual Proletariat Could Protect

Wing George No Sportsman. ° 
ins George, on the other hand, has a poor 
Gigestion, and I have been told that he 
usually takes a “dry meal —an excellent 
but severe régime which now is one of the 
most fashionable panaceas in England for 
men with poor digestions. 

King Edward loved the race course, and 
it was indeed his devotion to this pursuit, 
and especially his winning of the Derby; that 
made him at once so typically English and 
80 potent in his appeal to the average man 
in the street in England. King George will 
go to the race courses naturally, but I never 

„ have heard of him as a great horseman or 
lover of horses, His chief claim to fame as a 
sportsman is as a shot; he is ane of the best 
in England. 

King Edward loved all the tumult and con- 
stant movement of royal life. It is doubtful 
whether George, although he has traveled a 
great deal, has the health or spirits for such 
constant bustle. King Edward was a great 
diner out; King George has spent most of his 
evenings with his wife and children. This 
means that the new court probably will be 


more sedate than the old. 


Interest in New Queen. . 

This side of the new court naturally brings 
in the new queen, She is a contrast of quite 
a different kind to the queen mother. Queen 
Alexandra has the tenacious vitality ef the 
long lived race from which she springe—the 
late king and queén of Denmark, as every- 
body knows, lived to patriarchal ages—but it 
is a vitality, tenacious rather than robust. 
The tall, graceful figure, which has retained 
its beauty with such extraordinary fresh- 
ness, is again indicative of tenacity rather 
than robustness. 

The new queen, on the other hand, has the 
physique of the same stock as that of the 
late king. She is fair haired, blue eyed, rosy 
cheeked, and of a full figure. Her mother, 
the late duchess of Teck. resembled her 
cousin, King Edward, both mentally and 
physically; like him, enjoyed routs and bustle 
and ceremonies, and, like him, had a robust 
appetite and inexhaustible spirits ana 
strength, 

The duke of Teck, the new queen's father, 
was a dashing Hungarian hussar, both in 
Appearance and in temperament: black 
haired, dark eyed, dark skinned, of command- 
ing height, and of knightly figure; and. Nke 
Hungarians, he was hot tempered, light 
hearted, and oblivious of the value of money. 


George Influenced by Queen. 

The new queen has the reputation of exer- 
elsing great influence over her husband, and 
the new court, therefore, may be inclined to 
prudery, though, of course, it is impossible 
! it ever should be so extreme in that re- 
spect’as the court of Queen Victoria. Queen 
Victoria never ceased to have the Primness of 
the epoch in which she was born, and went 
so far as to exclude from her court even the 
unfortusate wives wo had been compelled, 
through xo wrongdeung on their down part, 
to divorto their husbands. 

The new Queen, though domesticated.. is 
not gloomy, lachrymose, nor a killjoy. She 
sald herself that she was a néughty child. 
She dances well and loves dancing. There- 
fore one may expect a court that is at once 
gay and particular. 

She has the reputation also of taking her 
duties and position seriously. She is an 
omnivorous reader, and when she has to go 
to any place takes up the subject as thor- 
oughly as if she were a young student pre- 
paring for an examination. For instance, 
she read everything she could lay her hands 
on about Indian when she was going to the 
Indian dominions. And she is said to have 
plenty of that good English common sense 
and that realization of the English mind 
which her mother and the late king exhibited 
0 largely. Finally—though I don't know 
how far this is well founded—she is said to 
aa have a considerable leaning towards Irish 

people. | 
George's Politics Ig Unknown.

Sovereignty is a profession, like any other, 
demanding specialised training, also experi-

When, ore, monarchs happen 
to lose their c they are apt t-o feel 
themselves just as much at a loss for an occu- 
pation of their time, as officers, who, after 
serving for three or four decades in the army 
or navy. find themselves relegated to the re- 
tired list. 

Presidents of the United States, when they 
complete their term at the White House, can 
return to the practice of law. like Benjamin 
Harrison and Grover Cieveland. But the 
anointed of the Lord are as a rule brought 
up from earliest infancy with no other alm 
in life than that of rulership and their exist- 
ence while on the throne is spent in an at- 
mosphere so totally different from that of the 
ordinary citizen that when deprived of their 
scepters they are like fishes out of water, 
that is to say, completely out of their ele- 
ment.

King Leopold repeatedly expressed regrets 
that he was unable to visit this country, not 
as a sovereign but asa plain business man, 
for the purpose of embarking in ra/road en- 
terprises, such as those of the jate E. H. 
Harriman, and industrial and financial un- 
dertakings, such as those of the Standard 
Oli, serving to convey the belief that had he 
joat his crown he might have become a power 
in Wall street. 

Abdul Hamid Effendi, as the ex-sultan of 
Turkey is now styled, is reported on excel- 
lent authority to be spending his days in 
the Villa ANvatini, where he is in ceptivity 
at Salonica, at the berch and the lathe as 
1 carpentef and joiner. He learned the 
trade from a German named Carl Terssen 
prior to his accession to the throne, and even 
during his busy reign was often wont to seek 
healthy relaxation and exercise in his elab- 
orately appointed workshop at the Yildiz

The kaiser, the czar, Emperor Francis 
Joseph, and King George have samples of the 
ex-sultan’s handiwork, presented to them by 
him. Emperor Nicholas has a table made 
by Abdul Hamid, richly gilaid with the 
Padishah’s arms. By touching a ppring the 
center thereof flies open and there arises 
from the cavity a gold plate on which is to 
be found everything needed by a amoker, in 
gold, amber, and precious stones. King Ed- 
ward, too, had a writing desk, invented and 
constructed by the ex-sultan, which ie a mass 
of complicated machinery, and can only be 
opened by working the springs properly. 

Abdul Hamid confided it to the late Sir 
Nicholas O Connor, the British ambassador, 
on his departure for England on leave of ab- 
sence five years ago, carefully explaining 
to him the mechanism. When Sir Nicholas 
got to England he found that he had forgot- 
ten the mechanism, and was unable to open 
the desk. ; 

After laboring over it for twenty-four hours 
he finally pitched on the secret by mere 
chance, and was so terribly afraid of the 
desk getting shut up again that he imme- 
diately inserted a bundle of newspapers to 
prevent its closing until he could turnit over 
to King Edward at Sandringham.

Prince Alexander of Battenberg, after 
being compelled by Emperor Alexander III. 
of Russia to abandon the throne of Bulgaria, 
broke his engagement to Princess Victoria 
of Prussia on the eve of the date appointed for 
his wedding at Windsor castle, and married 
not long afterward a German actress of the 
nameof Johanna Loisinger, entered the mili- 
tary service of Austria under the name and 
title of Count Hartenau, which he obtained 
from his kinsman, the late Grandduke of 
Hesse. 

He died some six or seven years later as a 
major general, in command of the Eleventh 
infantry brigade at Graz, where his widow, 
the Countess Hartenau, still resides with her 
two children; the eldest, Assen, a boy now 20

So many dethroned monarche have made 
Paris their home after the loss of their 
crowns that the celebrated Fréhch novelist, 
Alphonse Daudet, made this peculiarity the 
theme of one of his most successful and 
widely known works, entitled Les Rois en 
Exile,“ which HMkewise has been made the 
subject of a successful play. 

The heroine of the novel and of the drama, 
who figures therein under the transparent 
name of the Queen of Illyria,” is Queen 
Marie of Naples, who Was but 20 years of age 
when she lost her throne, after arousing the 
admiration of the entire civilized world by 
her heroic defense of the fortress.of Gaeta. 
So great was the enthusiasm created by ber 
bravery and resourcefulness on that occasion 
that Czar Alexander II., indifferent to the 
offense which he was Hkely to give thereby to 
| King Victor Emmanuel of Italy, bestowed 
upon her the Cross of the Order of St. George, 
an order only conferred for feats of heroism. 
of which no one today hag the first class and 
of which she is the only woman knight. 

She first went to live with her husband in 
the palace which they owned at Rome and 
where they became involved in a most amus- 
ing controversy with Cardinal Antonelli, then 
secretary of state, owing to Queen Marie's 
action in taking pot shots with saloon rifles 
at the pet cats of Antonellts mother. who 
occupied the adjoining palace, on the ground 
that the animals not only were killing the 
birds in her—that is to say, the queen’s—gar- 
dens but were also rendering sleep impossible 
by their nocturnal concerts. 

The cardinal secretary of state, prompted 
by his mother, complained to Pius IX. who 
keenly appreciated the humor of the situa- 
tion, and for a time the clever marksmanship 
of the Queen of Naples and old Countess An- 
tonelli’s cats were the question of the day 
and the controversy of the hour. 

When King Victor Emmanuel took up his 
residence in 1871 at Rome, after the latter 
nad become the capital of united Italy, Queen 
Marie of Naples went to live in Paris, where 
she has remained ever since—that !s to say, 
for nearly forty years. For nearly a quarter of 
a century she devoted herself largely to rac- 
ing, maintaining a stable, her colors being 

registered on the turf under the name of 
‘Mount Isola.” Her summers were partly 
spent, at Boulcgne, in yachting, on a small 
boat,. which she sailed| herself, handling it 
with the most wonderful skill and daring 
even in the most squally, of weather.

| But since the murder of her favorite sister. 
the empress of Austria. the death of another 
sister, the Duchesse d’Alencon, who perished 
in the flames of the charity bazaar fire at 
Paris, and the suicide of her two brothers- 
in-law. Prince Louis of Bourbon, Count 
Trani, and Prince Gaetan of Bourbon, Count 
Girgenti, which, along with other tragedies, 
have served to break her once indomitable

Poor Empress Charlotte of Mexico spends 
her entire day at the plano, which has been a 
gource of unending solace to her poor troubled 
mind since the death of her husband, Em- 
peror Maximilian, on the plain of Queretaro, 
in 1867, deprived her of the full enjoyment of 
her reason and also of her liberty, forty- 
three years now having been spent in cap- 
tivity, most of the time behind the walls of 
the chateau and large park of Bouchout, near 
Brussels.

The queen mother has not yet manifested 
any disposition to vacate Buckingham and 
insists on flying the royal standard. If King 
George permits this, he will establish a new 
precedent, and if he objects he will vex his 
mother sorely. In the meanwhile the royal 
standards float from the masts of Bucking- 
ham and Marlborough house.

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CALCUTTA IS THE GATEWAY 


City of Sharp Contrasts Between 
Wealth and Want. 


BY FRANK O. CARPENTER.

ALCUTTA, May 10—I am in Calcutta, 
the eastern gateway of the empire of India, 
and the front doorstep of the home of one- 
fifth of mankind. It ig a turbulent fifth and 
is likely to etir up the worid. 

The British have kept this country dead 
quiet for the last fifty years. They have in- 
closed it in a network of railroads, watered 
ite deserta with trrigating canals, lowered 
ite taxes, and made two biades of grease 
grow where one grew before. They have 
brought order out chaos and peace out 
of discord. They have begun to make men 
of those who, when they took hold of the 
country a few generations ago, were but 
lite better than beasts. They have given 
them schools, and stirred them up to think 
and plan for themselves, and now the In- 
dians are ready to bite the hands that have 
helped them. This is one phase of the great 
unrest which I have come to describe. 


Hindoostan a Vast Territory. 

Do you know what ja iat? The country 
appalls me, it is 80 big; 80 varied, and, withal, 
so strange. If you could lift Hindoostan up 
and lay it upon North America, with one end 
at Seattle, it would reach as far east as 
Montreal and Its lower apex would be wedged 
into the Panama canal. From north to south 
India is as long as from the middle of Hud- 
son bay to the Gulf of Mexico, and from east 
to west it measures 2,500 miles. 

The land u one of extremes. The Him- 
alayas on the north are covered with perpet- 
ual snows and the icy waters about Mount 
Everest are colder than the frozen chambers 
of the Buddhist bell. The plains below. lie in 
the tropics, and they are sometimes as hot 
as the burning deserts of Australia, where 
Mark Twain says they feed the bens 100 to 
keep them from laying boiled eggs. 

India is the wettest land upon earth and the 
oryent. It has provinces, such as Bikaner, 
where it does hot rain for thirteen months in 
succession and other places where it pours 
all the time. There are jocalities in the Him- 
alayas where six feet of water have been 
known to fall in (he space of twelve months, 

The land is one of great deserts and mighty 
rivers, of soils which have been cultivated 
since the dawn of history and of wastes which 
the plow of man has never turned. Physical- 
ly Speaking. it is a world. 

Palaces and Poverty. 

Calcutta is one of the chief seats of the un- 
test. I do not wonder at it. There is no 
place where the difference of conditions is 
more pronounced. These Hindoos are among 


the poorest peoples on earth. Among them 
are millions Who always go to bed hungry, 


and In the slums there are péople who count 


their bites to see whether they wili have 
enough for the morning. At the same time 
Calcutta has its fashionable residence quar- 
ters, the bomes of the British, where money 
flows like the Ganges and fortunes are spent 
in one season. 

I wish I could show you the better parte of 


|} Calcutta. It is a city of palaces, with im- 


mense parks and wide open spaces. It covers 
about as much ground as Chicago in propor- 
tion to its size, lying along the Hooghly, with 
the great suburb on the opposite bank. The 
city has lakes and lawns, botanical and zot- 
jogical gardens and a public park known as 
De Maiden, which runs through the fashion 
quarter. At the beginning of this is the 
palace of the viceroy, a mansion as snowy 
as newly slacked lime, and several miles be- 
yond it. at the opposite end, fs the big house 
of the lleutenant general of Bengal. Both 
are surrounded by beautiful grounds, and the 
latter has a banzen tree gurpassed only by 
that in the goGlogical park, of which perhaps 
you have heard. * 
8 Soclal Heart et City. 
ne Maidan is bordered with clubhouses 
and mansions. The most fashionable homes of 
Calcutta look out upon it and it forms the 
Social heart of the city. It has a race track 
with a two mile course in which now and then 
polo: metches are played, and also 
edurts and grounds for cricket and golf. The 
band always plays there of an evening and 
the people come forth and drive about in 
handsome turnouts. 

The viceroy and Lady Minto may som 
be seen in their carriages with their retinue 
and with native soldiers.as outriders. There 
| are other officials and also rajahe with coach- 
men and footmen in livery. There are Pu- 
ropeans, Pareees, and many Burasians. 
Every one rides in his carriage and every 
| carriage has its lveried coachmen and foot- 
‘men. The coachman is usually a bearded 
man with turban and gown; he is always 
barefooted.

MUCH EVIDENCE ON HAND 


Grand Juries Have Examined Af- 
fairs of 100 Individual Con- 
cerns Since December. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington. D. C., June 4 Special. 
The govérnment is practically ready to begin 
> proceedings for the dissolution of the suger 
trust as a monopoly operating in defiance 
of the anti-trust laws of the nation. 

This suit, the most important of any of 
the prosecutions undertaken by Presigent 
Taft against the sugar trust, bas been in 
course of prepargtion since last December. 
It became known today, upon the authority 
of Attorney General Wickereham, that sults 
will be instituted within a short time, their 
purpose being to break up the American 
Sugar Refining company. 5 

The extent ot the evidence which has been 
obtained against the trust is not disclosed. 
In @ report made to the president by Mr. 
Wickersham and Secretary MacVeagh it is 
stated that since December grand jury inves- 
tigations have been held in New York, Colo- 
rado, California. and other states; hundreds 
of witneéses have been examined, and the 
corporate history of over 100 individual com- 
panies has been examined minutely. 


Distinet from Present Prosecutions. 

The promised prosecution of the sugar trust 
is independent of the criminal prosecutions 
now being conducted in New k, growing 
out of the theft by the trust of over $2,000,000 
through false weights on the customs scales. 

Wits its institution the government will 
bave under way three separate actions 
against the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany, the third being the suit in Philadelphia 
for violation of the anti-trust laws. 

In the effort to convict the sugar trust of 
& monopoly of the sugar business of the coun- 
try the attorney general has pushed investi- 
gations in ail parts of the country. ‘The evi- 
dence is said to be so strong that the gov- 
ernment will have a more formidable case 
against the sugar trust then it Bas against 
tne Standard Oi company. 


Similar to Oil Suit. 

The sugar trust suit will be upon grounds 
similar to those alleged against the Standard 
Ol} company in the suit now before the Sau- 
preme court. The government will charge 
that the American Sugar Refining company 
has absorbed individual companies and de- 
stroyed competition to such an extent that 
it has monopolized the entire trade and com- 
merce of the United States. 

Upon this ground the dissolution of the 
company will be asked for, under the Sher- 
man anti-trust laws, and the government will 
insist that the individual companies taken 
over by the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany be restored to their original independent 
statue. 

Criminal prosecutions of the sugar trust 

on this charge of monopoly also 
will be attempted. The department of jus- 
tice, in its search for evidence against the 
trust, has protected itself against granting 
immunity to any Officials of the trust who 
may be liable to criminal attack for will- 
fully ignoring the federallaws against trusts. 


Seek to Gain Immunity. 
_ Officials of the augar trust undertook two 
months ago to gain immunity from criminal 
8. 
They refused to obey ¢ 
Instance of the special attorneys who have 
been investigating the trust, and attempted 
to have these subpoenas enforced through 
methods that would grant them immunity 
| from criminal prosecution if they gave their 
testimony. 

The government declined to be caught, and 
obtained subpoenas directed against the cor- 
poration itself, under which the officials were 
obliged to appear and produce their books. 
Repeated efforts have been made to head off 
the “Investigation in various states, but the 
attorney general believes he has evidence of 
@ conyincing character and upon which a 
formidabie sult can be launched against the 
sugar trust. 

President Taft has been kept advised of the 
progress of the investigation. It is under- 
stood thet the special attorneys and inves- 
tigators of the department of justice have 
practically completed their work, and the 
plans for instituting the sult will be deter- 
mined upon by President Taft and Attorney 
General Wickersham next week. 


PEARSON, EX-LEGISLATOR, DEAD 


Ke Laid Corner Stone of Chicago Na- 
sonic Temple in 1890—Funeral 
Services Tuesday. 


John M. Pearson of Godfrey, II., a former 
member of the state legislature and one of 
the first reaper manufacturers in the state, 
died. yesterday at his residence in that town. 
He was 77 years old. 

Mr. Pearson was a Mason, and laid the 
corner stone of the Masonic temple at State 
and Randolph streets on Nov. 6, 1890. He 
was born in Newburyport, Mass., came west, 
and located in Alton, III., where his factory 
was established shortly after the civil war.

admitted that purchases in small blocks for 
investors of moderate means again went for- 
ward liberally.

THE ROMAN SUFFRAGETTE. | 

Among the many things which have been 
said in opposition to a certain recent 
movement of womankind was one con- 
taining an expression of regret that they 
had “ departed from the dignity and home- 
keeping qualities of the Roman matron.” 
Just why the apeaker should have gone so 
tor back to find an example of his ideal 
of womanhood is not clear, but it is a 
strange coincidence that almost simulta- 
neously there should appear an article on 
“The Roman Lady” by Emily James 
Putnam in the Atlantic Monthly, which 
opens with a quotation from Cato the 
Censor to the effect that while Romans 
ruled over all men they in turn were ruled 
by their wires. 

From what this writer tells us the 
women of ancient Rome were often in as 
great a state of insurgency against men 
as they are at the present time, and they 
were openly rebellious against sumptuary 
legislation at the close of the Second Pupic 
War. In fact, as this writer points out, 
the famous speech of Cato opposing the re- 
peal of the Oppian law is, as reported by 
Livy, “an expression of the ever recur- 
rent uneasiness of the male in the pres- 
ence of the insurgent female.“ 

It was not,” said Cato, without pain- 
ful emotions af shame that -1. just, now, 
made my way into the Forum through a 
crowd of women,“ and, getting down to 
the gist of his argument, he said: 


Our ancestors thought it not proper that women 

should transact any, even private, business with- 
out a director. e. it seems, suffer them now to 
interfere. in management of state affairs. Will 
you give the reins to their untractable mature and 
their uncontrolled passions? This is the smallest 
of the injunctions laid on them by usaze or the 
laws. all of which women dear with impatience; 
they long for liberty, or rather for license, What 
will they not attempt it they ‘win. thie victory? 
The moment they have arrived at an equality with 
you they will become your superiors. 


This sounds strangely like what * being 
said at the present day. ) 

At the time with whien the writer deals 
divorce was common, but meti were kinder 
to their wives than formerly and heaped 
riches upon them.

Probably. if President Taft had given 
his definition of “muck raking” in spe- 
cific Words we might all agree with him in 
his condemnation of it and join him in the 
hope that its days of success were over. 

If by this term, Which was issued from 
the mint of Theodore Roosevelt's almost 
fatal phrase-making facility and handed 
out as popular curreney, Mr. Taft means 
unjust abuse and malicious lying no right- 
ly constituted mind will disagree. It he 
meant the telling of unpleasant truths’ we 
should be obliged to demur, 

Mr. Taft thinks with bitterness, al- 
though he speaks with moderation, of the 
campaign of publicity inst mén in pub- 
lic life because he has n in part a vic- 
tim of it, His own belief in the integrity 
of Richard A. Ballinger is so great that 
he resents the attacks on his secretary of 
the interior as the attacks of malicious, 
untruthful men seeking to coin defama- 
tion of an official into, revenue for them 
selves. Less interested and ‘equally fair 
minded men do not agree with him. : 

It would be possible to concede that Mr. 
Ballinger may have an unblemished rec- 
ord in office and yet to regard him as a 
most unfortunate selection for that office. 
His opponents. might be wrong and yet be 
forgiveable in their error. 

This, however, is only the immediate 
cause of Mr. Taft's vexation, and he does 
not plead in this particular case. His 
argument is general, and should be treated 
as such. A few questions, not directed 
to the president but to persons who are 
considering his words, are pertinent. Was 
the “muck raking” which revealed the 
letters of John Archbold to Joseph Ben- 
son Foraker and which disclosed the cer- 
tificates of deposit justified, or was it not? 
Is it better for Mr. Foraker to be in pri- 
vate practice or should he be in the United 
States senate? 

Was it unjustified “ muck raking” to 
have uncovered Clark of Montana, Bur- 
ton of Kansas, and Mitchell of Oregon? 
Was Matthew Stanley Quay the innocent 
victim of maliciousness in Pennsylvania 
and Croker the pure but misunderstood 
patriot of New York? Were the life in- 
surance scandals better hushed up and the 
Harrisburg capitol frauds better not dis- 
closed? 

Was it unfortunate that Allds was ex- 
pelled from the New York senate? Would 
it have been better that no fight were 
made in San Francisco? Should the in- 
competence and corruption in the Chicago 
municipal government go unchallenged? 

Is it to be regretted that the purchase 
of William. Lorimer's seat in the senate 
has been discovered and the purchase of 
legislation by contribution to the “ jack- 
pot revealeu? 

If so, then the condemnation of the 
“mack raker” must follow. If a liar, be 
is at no time defensible, but if »efmerely 
call to question the questionable’ acts of 
public men we shall have to admit that 
corruption were better hidden than discov- 
ered before we can concede that this coun- 
try will be better off without him. 

Mr. Taft’s confidence in the honesty of 
men in public office.is sometimes too serene 
and too, little justified.

‘SUPERANNUATED CIVIL SERVICE 
| EMPLOYES. 

Whe the national. government. estab- 
lished @ classified civil service, making ap- 
pointments dependent on merit and tenure 
of office on fidelity to duty, it did not fin- 
igh its work. It made no provision for 
the retirement of superannuated employés, 
although such provision in one or another 
form is an essential part for both business 
and humane reasons of a civil service 
system. 

In the old days when a Change in the 
polities of the occupant of the White 
House was followed by sweeping dismis- .

I may add that, besides having the care 
af the Windsor library for close upon four 
decades, Sir Richard was likewise intrusted | 
by the late king with the supervision of 
his own library at Sandringham, to which. 
all the books belonging to his father, the 
prince consort, were removed from Windsor 
oon after his accession. The reason for this 
is that the contents of the library at Windsor 
castle are crown property, whereas the prince 
consort's remarkably. fine and choice selec- 
tion of books was his own persona! property.

Cardinal Lorenzelll, who has just been re- 
eved of the archbishopric of Lucca and 
directed to take up hie residence at Rome, as 

a cardinal-of the curia. was the last nuncio 
7 papal ambassador in France before the 
latter's, rupture of diplomatic relations with 
the vatican. It was on his return from Paris 
to "Italy thet he was assigned by the present 
vontif® to the archbishopric of Lucea. This 
did not meet with the approval of the nobles of 
Lucca, who dominate everything there, and 
eccordingly they sent a delegation to Rome 
to request of the holy ne r that he 7 2 
dend them & prelate ishop w 
longed. by birth to 
of to the small bou isie. Pius X. accord- 
ed the delegates an audience, heard what 
they: had to#ay, and when, construing his 
silence for hesitation. they pressed their 
views upon him with increased warmth. en- 
firely forgetting that he himself was the 
ton of a peasant, he suddenly burst forth 
with a display: of anger, as follows: 

From good Catholics I do not expect insult 
or contumely. But you have actually come 
here to tell me that, if I had been sent to 
you as archbishop a couple of years ago, you 
would not have considered me as a fit person 
to rule your diocese. on account of my peas. 
ant birth. Now let me hear no more of these 
foolish prejudices. Return to your homes 
and prepare to receive, with filial devotion 
and submission, whomsoever the Vicar of 
Christ may choose for you. With his birth 
you have no concern.’ 

In spite of this exordium the- nobles of 
Lucca did not aceord an agreeable reception 
to Mgr. Lorenzelli when he came to take up 
his residence in their city as*archbishop. 
In fact. they made his position there so in- 
tolerable, by virtually boycotting him, and 
by their disrespect. that he has been absent 
from his archdiocese for the greater part of 
last year on the plea of ill health. thg real 
reason of his ~efusal to return thither'being 
that his position there had been rendered 
intolerable by the local aristocracy. 

One potentate who was deeply offended in 
connection with the funeral of King Edward 
was the young Sultan of Zanzibar, who re- 
ceived his education at Harrow. Dissatis- 
filed with the place assigned to him at the 
tall end of the procession of minor royalties, 
and being refused rank among the reigning 
sovereigns, he left England before the ob- 
sequies, on the plea that his physicians de- 

sired him to-begin at once his course of waters 
at Nauheim.in Germany. He is to all intents 
and purposes a negro, and his departure, in- 
stead of being resented, was regarded as a 
relief. since his presence was not desired. 

It may be recalled that there was analogous 
trouble at the time of Queen Victoria’s two 
jubllee celebrations owing to the difficulty 
of inducing minor European royalties to re- 
gard the late King and the iate Queen of the 
Sandwich islands as bona fide monarchs. 
while at the coronation of King Edward the 
great vassal rulers of India were a source of 
similar trouble in connection with precedence. 
It is a noteworthy fact that not one of these 
Indian rulers figured at.the obsequies of 
King Edward, although there were several of 
them in Eprope and within easy reach of 
London at the time. 

Some of the sultes of the royal and imperial 
personages at the obsequies of King Edward 
were oddiy composed. Thus. among those 
whom the Ottoman heir apparent selected to 
accompany him to London was Betia-Eddine 
Chakir Bey. who. a physician by profession. 
and more recently the e@itor of the Con- 
‘stantinople newspaper, “‘Choutalk Ummet.“ 
was one of the three moving spirits and 
chief leaders of the Young Turk party that 
Brought about, first of all. the proclamation 
of ‘the constitution. and some mopths later 
the deposition of Abdul Hamid. 

Like his friend and colleague, Enver Bey, 
-who has returned to his former post of min- 
tary attaché.of the. Turkish embarsy at Ber- 
jin. Beba-Eddine Chakir Bey has declined 

any office or advance in rank in recogni:ion 
of the part which he played in bringing about 
tiie inauguration of. the’ present régime in 
Turkey, and if ne pensepted to take a place 
in the suite of Prince Ycuseoff- ine on 
the oecasion.of the latter's mission to Lon- 
don. it was mainly in consequence of the 
opportunity which’ he considered that it 
would afford him to meet some of the most 
prominent od aad and ne x na per

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HE curse of the American people is extravagance. I don't 
know which are the chief offenders, men or women. The 
American man must have his automobile even if he mort- 
gages his home for it. When he travels he disdains small 
economies. A daily habit of thrift such as is practiced 

by the French would be intolerably irksome to him. But even 
his extravagance seems like rigid economy compared to the 
reckless expenditure of the American woman on her clothes. 

Emily Post's article in a current magazine is no exaggeration 
of the present condition of things in this country, where she 
says: In family after family, a fifth, a quarter, sometimes 
even a third of the entire income of the husband is spent on 
the wife's dress.” 

We are “clothes mad,” she continues; not only do we wear 
more expensive costumes end jewels than women of any other 
country, but we wear a far greater variety, while our taste for 
elaborateness amounts to a craze. Perhaps the most trenchant 
of her statements is this one: Nowhere in the world does one 
see this same over elaborate dressing save among the déclassée 
women abroad.” 

It is little to our credit that we ape the styles of the deni- 
zens of the half-world rather than those of the women of the 
great world. 

The cost to thé buyer of frocks and hats and jingerie has 
increased in a decade tenfold. To read the prices asked and 
paid makes the hair stand on end; hats at from $250 to $300 
apiece; costumes from $500 up; slippers at over $60 a pair! 
Nor would these shock the sensibilities were we told that it 
was the custom of the enormously rich to pay such sums. But 
this is not the case in this country. 
ape their richer sisters in everything, even to imported French 
frocks and bonnets. 

You .cannot tell from an American woman's dress whether 
her husband has millions or has merely a salary of ten thou- 
sand a year. Even the use of the werd “merely” is an et- 
dence of our extravagant era, as ten thousand a year is @ 
comfortable income among a thrifty people, though it's a mere 
pittance where dit is used to keep up à standard set by Vander- 
dilts, Astors, and Goulds. : 

The head and forefront of this offending is in New York, 
where extravagance runs riot and where people are constautly 
living beyond their means in a feverish competition with great 
fortunes lavishly spent. 

Boston is not so much given to this particular form of ex- 
travagance. But then the standard of dressing there hae al- 
ways been a more or less local affair, the idea being to express 
in clothes a certain intellectual superiority to Paris or New 
York. And they have generally succeeded in this expression, as 
you can almost always tell a Boston woman by.@ certain. sever- 
ity in her style, an elfmination of the frivolous in her dress. 
She suggests neatness and completeness, but none of the subtle 
seduction of a Callot, a Paquin, or a Jeanne Hallée. 

Chicago women are much more under the influence af Paris 
and New York, and wherever you meet them, be it in this 
country or in Europe, you are usually impressed with the fact 
that they are well dressed—smartly, appropriately, and attrac- 
tively. But although extravagance is the keynote of many of 


| the costumes you see in the restaurant and public places, it is 


not generally practiced by the socially prominent women here. 
There is not one of them whose expenditure for clothes is not 
fully justified by her income.

I went into southern timber, there-~ 
fore. with a partner named Wheelwright, I 
was the active, outside member of the firm, 
traveling ip this country and the West 
Indies.

Be- 
ing promised 1 per cent a month interest, my 
partner loaned a considerable sum of money 
to a man and took 4 forest of bean poles in 
Maine as security.

Bean Poles Lost in Freshet. 

“ We bad to take the bean poles eventually 
and I went to Maine and lived in the woods 
for more than @ year to get our money back. 
I cut the treés and put the logs in a river, but 
a fre-bet swept them into the Atlantic 
ocean, where they. foated away in all ditec- 
tions. So at 26 1 was a bankrupt to the sum 
of $250,000. A part of our liabilities were 
Gebts of honor. My partner and I worked 
every night until 11 o'clock and on Sundays 
for good measure, and paid such debts in full. 
My next partner was Alpheus W. Stetson, 
and we operated a sawmill and lumber yard. 
in South Boston.” 

Lou were mixed up with one of the revoly- 
tions in Cuba?“ I said. 

“I traveled all through the West Indies 
selling [umber and collecting accounts. After 
serving in the civil war as private and cap- 
tain. William A. C. Ryan, a Canadian, who 
was reared in Buffalo, offered his eword to 
the Cuban junta.

I left San- 
ago on a ship filled with Spanish officers 
and soldiers, although secretly warned that 
I would bé killed and my body thrown over- 
board.

“1 obtained permission to go ashore én 
business at Manzanillo. The consular agent 
of this country wasa German. He took me 
to his heme avd into a dark room that wae 
uchted by @ candle.

I wrote the message on the last leaf of a 
mall accoust book and then pasted the leaf 
to the cover.

I managed tis campaign. An officer of the 
Knights of Labor came to me and demanded 
$3,000.

Much Done Along Certain Lines. 

Working along these lines much has been 
accomplished against the ravages of tuber- 
culosis. But we must strike more nearly at 
the roots of the evil in its initia] causes. It 
individuals and families are acquiring the 
disease constantly through intemperance of 
one kind and another, outdoor living and 
other hygienic efforts and measures to allay 
contagion only mitigate the III. 

It would bea great mistake to disparage the 
noble efforts at fighting this mighty plague. 
There ig no question that the indifference 
regarding ventilation in public places must 
be a menace, as it not only deprives the blood 
of adequate purification but exposes to con- 
tagion. But there is another side to this. 

Many persons who could have good ventila- 
tion and appreciate it thoroughly are suffer- 
ing because of the internal congestion result- 
ing from excessive use of sugar extract and 
are victims to chills and sensitiveness. to 
drafts, leading them to sit in close rooms and 
fear the fresh air. Good air is an essential to 
good health. However, there is a marked 
relation between the quantity of (oxygen) air 
needed jand the fuel (food) and rest required, 
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FILINGERING FURR HAAR. 

In their wild state certain animals hibernate 
in close caves, fasting and sleeping, yet issu- 
ing from their winter quarters in the spring 
lean but in good health. In captivity these 
animals eat more, sleep less, having more 
change of air anda larger volume of it—and

Legislation Against Its Use. 

In the Oxford lecture on Cattle Tuber- 
culosis,” H. Sessions touches on the dairy, 
with ite forcing feed such as the brewer's 
malt, which is malt sugar.” This food, he 
says, makes “animals more susceptible te 
all disease, especially to tuberculosis.'" Also 
Rockl’s statistics: of the slaughter houses 
show that out of 201,570 bulls and Steers, 
only 8.2 per cent were tuberculous, while 
of the 178,749 cows 6.9 per cent had acquired 
the disease The housing was the same, but 
the forcing sugar feed of the cows accounted 
for over double the number among milch 
cows. Then the mortality among infants fed 
on the milk of the malt eating cows brought 
about legislation against this use of malt 
sugar in milk production. 

In balancing the unusual feeding and wake 
fulness of hibernating wild animals in cap- 
tivity, an equally unusual quantity of fresh 
air is required. Oxygen enough to consume 
the extra quantity of fuel (food) relieves the 
unusually cloggéd furnace (stomach) of the 
animal and frees it of the unconsumed car- 
bon. Thus tuberculosis is pr ted. Yet 
the needless strain on the ani mechanism, 
the waste of fuel and energy, do not mean 
that the firebox will not be burned out before 
ite time. 

This relation between the food eaten and 
the air necessary to consume it may explain 
why so many cure are temporary only, 
and that the disease returns with the taking 
up of old habits and the indoor life. There 
are frequent instances of a husband and wife 
using sugar extract to excess, in which the 
husband, leading an outdoor life, is well and 
his wife ailing. That much fresh air will 
work wonders in overcoming bad feeding is 
indisputable.

Old Explanations Not Enough. 


Yet bad air and dense populations in thé 
cities cannot explain the terrible increase of 
tuberculosis in Alaska. According to the 
report of charities on Alaskan conditions, 
“If the mortality of the race continues there 
will be no longer any native inhabitants.” 
Tuberculosis has been styled the great 
“white plague,” yet the yellow race occu- 


. piles the most densely populated portion of 


the globe. Cases of tuberculosis are found 
almost everywhere, mortality statistics 
showing that in all civilized countries almost 
one-seventh of all deaths are dus to tuber- 
culosis. | 

Still, there is something that the white man 
le doing on an increasing scale to account 
more fully for the alarming increase in tuber- 
culosis. And today the white man is the con- 
sumer of sugar beyond all others. In speak- 
ing of sugar, I am speaking of it in its highly 
concentrated forms. The Indians used it in 
the form of sirups and from India sugar 
spread to all the world. Dr. George Evans 
in his Historical and Geographical Phthisi- 
Slogy’”” says: On one point all author 
des in India are agreed—that the disease in 
to country is of an extremely pernicious 
ype.” 

In the seventeenth century sugar was a 
luxury to the world. Later it became an 
article generally distributed, and still later 
in the eighteenth century it became a com- 
modity. In that century, when food prices 
generally rose so high, the cost of sugar ro- 
mained stationary, for the reason that plan- 
tation expenses so largely were defrayed by 
the rum by-product.

Evils of Aleoho!l Conceded. 


Evils of alcohol are pretty generally con- 
ceded. Excessive use of vinegar as a fat re- 
ducer is dangerous, and in some oases is 
known to lead to consumption. In some of 
the great sanitariums abroad vinegar is not 
allowed upon the table. But the danger in 
sugar is that it is regarded as a table neces- 
sity, just like salt. The present generation 
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the reason that they instinctively prefer 
meats, eggs, and Iike animal foods, which, 
when combined with sugar, do not cause 
fermentation. 

The scientific Germans, upon adding sugar 
to army rations—especially as a stimulant 
before forced marches—found that it caused

Systems Organs of Elimination. 

Our systems, called upon with lessening 
action to extract nourishment for them- 
selves from predigested foods and sugar ex- 
tract, are becoming organs of elimination. 
There is a disposition on the part of the 
stomach to limit its capacity to these high 
potential foods, and if they be persisted in, 
that organ will place a final safe limit upon 
the quantity. As it is, the kidneys are taxed, 
along with other organs, to throw off a con- 
centrated extract, which, if taken in its 
natural state, largely would be eliminated by 
the digestive tracts. 

Bowel troubles in children are cured by 
the omission of artificial sugar from the diet. 
Appendicitis has been cured by the same 
method. When we have recognized how in- 
jurious sugar is to the hard enamel of the 
teeth, it is not difficult to believe that it may 
undermine the less resisting portions of the 
anatomy. 


Farmers are discovering that feeding sugar 
beets to cattle is harmful to their digestive 
organs and are remedying the trouble by 
forcing these animals to take hay or other 
forage to counteract the effects. 

With the bottle fed baby the mother makes 
the mistake of sweetening the milk, often to 
high degrees. This is likely to be harmful 
for babies, especially when there are intes- 
tinal disorders, when the sweetened milk 
becomes a culture ground for the germ which 
develops oftentimes the fatal disease.” I 
have known of serious intestinal treubles, 
accompanied by lack of blood, cured merely 
by the omission of sugar of milk from the 
modified milk. The child gets enough fat 
from the properly modified milk and cream.

When Appearances Are Deceitful. 

When sweetened food is used for the baby 
and the child gains flesh, the mother mis- 
takes that her baby is really thriving, while 
the flesh and bones and constitution are not 
developing as they should. Again, too much 
sugar means that the baby will have difficulty 
in teething; the teeth will be late in coming 
and when they do come they are likely to be 
soft and chalky and to decay quickly. With 
the nursing baby, too, colic in the child may 
be cured by omitting vinegar and sugar from 
the’ mother’s diet. It is the fermenting et- 
fect of artificial sugar when combined with 
certain fruits and vegetables which teads 
the mother to avoid the rea! foods, with the 
result that the mother, the child, or both of 
them are poorly nourished. : 

Casual observers of the temporarily stimu- 
lating effect of artificial foods such as sugar 
extract may exploit them as bone and muscle 
makers, but to be convinced of the bad effects 
of sugar extract let the person abstain 
it for a considerable period, take it up again, 
and note the acute disturbances which its 
use preduces in the system. I believe that 
the prevalence of mushy foods and the re- 
sulting starch indigestion is the Initial cause 
of the increased demand for artificial sugar 
in late years) Complete mastication of 
grains and other foods containing starches, 
eating them dry as possible, results in euch 
@ transformation of the starches into natural 
sugar as to reduce the craving for artificial 
sweets, 

No unnatural extract can continually re- 
place a natural food without unnatural re- 
sults. Besides an extract means almost al- 
ways an excess consumption and the unbal- 
ancing of natural proportions in diet.

School Children Taught Farming. ||! ¥= 


HE little town of Sandwich, down on 
the ankle of Cape Cod, is teaching all 
its boys and girls how to be farmers. 
The Massachusetts community, which 
numbers some 1,500 souls, conducts a 

model farm for the benefit of its public school 
children. But the children are not the only 
ones who take advantage of the opportunity 
to get some real practical farm schooling 
right in town. Men from all parts of Barn- 
stable county, in which Sandwich is located, 
go to the farm school when there ig room 
for them. 

Two years ago the town came into posses- 
gion, by will, of a farm of about 160 acres, a 
large village residence, a small greenhouse, 
and nearty $25, in cash. The conditions of 
the bequest were that the village should use 
the entire property for the agricultural and 
industria] bene t of the region. 

After consulting with the Massachusetta 
Agricultural college the trustees of the estate 
decided to turn the property into a model 
farm to teach practical agriculture. Albert 


W. Doolittle of Hackensack, N. J., was se- 


lected to take charge of the project. being a

practical farmer who had taken a college 
agricultural course and specialized in horti- 
culture, pomology, and poultry raising. 

Small fruits and vegetables are grown on 
the village farm at Sandwieh, and in addition 
a model poultry raising plant has been in- 
stalled. The most approved methods are fol- 
lowed, but nothing is done which would be 
beyond the mean ef any one who desires to 
take up a similar work. 

Boys from the schools of Sandwich may go 
to Mr. Doolittle for instruction in planting, 
pruning, spraying, and caring for fruits, the 
growing of vegetables, the building of poultry 
houses, operation of incubators, and brood- 
ing and raising of chickens. 

The farm, it is hoped, will show the young 
people of Cape Cod that with their unsupplied 
local markets there is a future for them on 
the land. 

It is just another cog in the wheel that has 
been put in operation to stop the exodus of 
the country boy to the city by making life 
in the country less burdensome and more 
successful.

You are lucky if you 

find her. It is often a pleagure to go out in 

@ dalnty little kitchen and cook a delicious 

meal which is served in a pretty dining room, 

but it is seldom a joy to scrape up the dishes 
afverwards and wash them. 

If getting a few dishes out of the way three 
times a day is a trial one can easily see what 
am undertaking it is to take care of several 
thousand daily. : 

In one of Chicago's largest stores Mrs. 
Ledra W. Haring, who had been managing 
the tearoom for about ten years, came to 
the conclusion that one of the hardest 
problems she had to solve in her entire work 
pertained to the dishes To be sure, her 
maids were using a dish washing machine, 
but it made such a noise and took so many 
girls to operate it that soon Mrs. Haring be- 
gan to lle awake nights, not planning Man- 
zanillo sandwiches or dream of delight” 
desserts, as had been her previous custom, but 
inventing a machine which would wash 
dishes the way she wanted them washed. 

Mrs, Haring didn’t know anything about 
machinery, because she had been busy all 
her life thinking up good things for people 
to eat, so she knew her invention would have 
to be a simple affair. It took her just ex- 
actly two weeks to perfect her ideas, have 
the sketch of her machine blue printed, and 
sent to the patent office at Washington. 
About six months after she had applied for 
her patent it was received and now her in- 
vention is used extensively. 

In the operation of the machine two women 
work on each, although one more properly 
attends only to the scraping of the dishes. 
Over the steam colis stand three iron ket- 
tles holding about ten gallons of water each. 
Above these hangs a pulley with a large wire 
basket in which the dishes are placed. In 
the first kettle they have their preliminary 
washing or soaking, into the second, which 
contains a hot suds of melted soap, the bas- 
ket goes up and down several times and then 
is pulled over into a rinsing water so hot’ 
that the dishes dry as soon as they are re- 
moved. The water in the last kettle is run- 
ning water and may be used for skinning 
fruit or vegetables, The number of dishés 
that can be put into the baskets at a time of 
course depends upon the size of the dish, but 
it has been estimated that about 250 can be

In this case, match ego with 
ego, and don’t compromise yourself with the 
sweet biarney. d 

But the case may be different. Supposing 
it's up to you to go tandem with another 
stenographer of the classy mangers and sar- 
torial knack, who makes you feel like the 
ugly duckling in the straightjacket of com 
sciousness— what's the salve then? Common 
sense, once more, plus a little of the ginger 
by which you bring your main merits to the 
other’s attention.

Preserving Don'ts. 

Don't make @ mistake and walt until the 
special fruit in season is nearly over and 
then pay the highest prices for it. 
Don't think overripe, soft fruit makes good 
preserves or jellies. Don't ever use anything 
but the best materials for good results. 

Don't use what is called A or got 
white sugar or brown; use granulated white 
sugar for. all preserves or jellies. 

Don't use granulated white sugar kon 
spiced fruit; use light brown only. 

Don't make spiced fruit too sweet; four 
pounds of light brown sugar to seven pounds 
of fruit is a good proportion. ‘ 

Don’t use an overabundance of spices; toe 
much makes it taste bitter. 

Don't cover preserves or jellies while cook- 


. ing; they are apt to boil over. 
Don't use cold sugar for jellies; measure 


the strained fruit juice; to each pint allow 
one pound of the best granulated sugar; put 
it on a platter in a warm oven to heat, and 
add it te the boiling liquid, 

Don’t put hot preserves in cold glasses q 
jars and not expect accidents; have the 
glasses or jars in scaldjng water, rinse weil, 
then fill as quickly as possible. 

Don't allow preserves tastand about after 
they are cold; put melted ran on cover 
with Ude, wash off every) of stickiness, 
and put in a cool, da place for future 
use. N 

Don't expect to make good preserves “ hit 
or miss"; they require great care combined 
with the best materials and exact measure- 
ments to insure success. 

Don't expect preserves to cook over a hot 
fire and aot expect them to stick and scorch. 

Don't let them cook without stirring, even 
when the fire is slow. 

Don't cook preserves on @ gas range with- 
out an asbestos mat. 

Don’t use a thin agate sauce pan; an old 
fashioned porcelain lined iron preserving 


kettle is best,

Don't think you ean hurry preserves; it ts 


out of the question to do 0 and yet have them 
perfect. 

Don't forget to rub. the bottom of the pre- 
serving kettle freely with olive ofl to pre- 
vent sticking. 

Don't pare peaches, pears, 
even apples ‘with a steel knife; it 
the ‘fruit; use @ silver knife. 

Don’t neglect to drop apples, pears, peaches 
and all light colored fruit into a bow! of cold 
water as you do them to prevent discolora- 
tion before cooking.

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A good way to allow for lengthening the 
sleeves ig to cut them & couple of inches 
longer around the top, then turn them in all 
around the top an even depth to the right 
length, and put them into the dregs. On a 
fine Gress like this it makes a pretty tinish to 
set the sleeves In with the beading, and finish 
at the neck and wrists with the same. A 
thread lace edge not overa quarter of an inch 
in width should be whipped to the edge of 
the beading around the neck and sieeves. 

Two of the other dresses are similiar in 
character to the one just described, the main 
difference being in the treatment of the 
hems. Also on one dress the yoke is straight 
across the lower edge, and on the third one 
it is pointed. The fuliness of the skirts is laid 
in groups of tucks where the skirts attach to 
the yokes. 

A four Inch. hem makes a pret 
Mark off the width, making the 4 9 N—— 
second turning the same as for a plain hem, 
then with a spool mark off scallops on the 
right side, at the top of the hem, simply mark- 
ing the upper or outer edge. Baste the hem 
a Hitle below the scaliops, to bold in place, 
and then, turning the dress to the wrong side, 
cut the edge which is turned up to match 
the scallops. This can be done by tracing 
from the right side and cutting off the hem 
one-eighth of an inch above the traced line. 

Turn in the scalloped edge by hand, clip- 
ping at the corners so it will not draw at 
these places. This scalloped edge has to be 
hemmed, and then, working from the right 
side, outline the scalloped edge with a small 
single feather stitch.

) professor to say, too, that his price is 
an average price—a grand, general average—and that 
he is utterly unfamiliar with specific samples of in- 
fant loveliness. : 

Prof. Arnold declares that each baby represents an 
actual money investment of $75, and he carries out 
his deductions to show the amount of money each 
child costs year by year from swaddling clothes to en- 

t rings. 

Children of 1 year, $75 each. 2 

Children from 1 to 4 years, $175 each. 
* Children from 5 to 9 years, $500 each. 

Children from 10 to 14 years, $1,200 each. 

Children from 15 to 18 years, $2,000 each. 

According to these figures $4,500,000 worth of babies 
come to the fourth city in the world, that being Chi- 
cago, every year, or babies in whom that amount will 
have been invested by the time they are a year old. 

At the present time there are 30,000 boys and 30,000 
girls a year old in Chicago, each of them worth $75 on 
an estimate of the money invested in them, if Prof. 
Arnold is correct in his computations.

Chicago Babies of Higher Price, 

How this average, which was first struck from 
tables made in Boston, fits the Chicago 1 year old it 
remains for each parent to answer. It would seem 
that Chicago babies come higher than Boston babies, 
according to investigations which were made at ran- 


dom. 


Starting out to find a practitioner who could either 
‘confirm or refute these figures as they are to be found 
ih some one neighborhood, Dr. Rudolph Holmes, 
known as a sort of Santa Claus to parents in the dis- 
trict of the “gold spoon” babies, was called upon. 
Prom $100 up simply for introducing his babyship 
into the world is the price charged by a baby special- 
ist--at least this is the case in that part of practice 
which lies in the Lake Shore district. Anywhere from 
$100 to $200 i his price if all goes well and undue at- 
tendance en necessary. If it is, the price may easily 
run to $600. 
From $10 to $15 a week for a wet nurse is another 
part Of the expense of baby life which is growing in 


- fashionable Chicago, according to Dr. Holmes. “I 


have every reason to believe that the practice of 
mothers not nursing their babies is growing in Chi- 
cago, just as it is in France and even among the 
fashionable classes in Germany,” said he. “And as 
the professional wet nurse is not an institution here. 
Special milk is the usual resource. This would make 
the simple food for the baby cost $20 a month, and of 
course where the nurse is employed she soon sees how 
necessary she is, and although she may not receive 


more than $15 a week at first, she quickly asks for a 


few dollars more. There is of course nothing to be 
done but to give her what she asks.”

Outdoor Life the New Gospel. 

Here the infant’s trained nurse from one of the 
mest prominent institutes in the country, who gets 
#10 for her services, entered into the discussion. The

Ute out of doors, sleeping or otherwise, was men- 
tioned, when a building a little way down the street 
caught the doctor’s eye. 
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“There, do you see that little thing that looks like 
„ fire escape?” he said. Those were built so that the 
babies in the house could be put out of doors to sleep.“ 

Immediate investigation of this building was made, 
and two of the so-called fire escapes discovered, one 
on the first and the other on the third floor of the 
bullding. Inquiry developed the fact that the first one 
was built for Wttle Barbara Bond, the 2 year old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Aldrich Bond. The 
porch was the invention of little Barbara’s mother, and 
is a small platform made like a fire escape which 
clamps on to the window and which is covered with 
wire netting. 

That these baby porches are not inexpensive is eas- 
ily believed by an inspection of them, as they are sub- 
stantial and roomy and big enough to attract atten- 
tion, especially when baby is put out in his clothes 
basket with a cover draped over it, which is the fash- 
ion followed by mothers. 

Nowadays the babies of Mrs. Arthur Brayton Slade 
and of Mrs. Earl Bruce Miller are occupying the two 
cages at this building. —

Nurse Supplies Needed Knowledge. 


Where there is neither upstairs porch nor a mother 
inventive enough to make one, there is the nurse who 
knows how to take the best care of her charge’s 
health and besides knows how to take dainty stitches 
for him. She is an institution a little farther over 
toward the Lake Shore drive, and she commands at 
least $10 a week. The mother, too, generally keeps 
her until King Baby is 2 or 3 years old, for the new 
idea of health insists that he must spend all his day- 
time out of doors. 

And when the baby buggy is bought it doesn’t take 
more than one trip to a fashionable outfitter’s store 
to discover that it will often swallow the whole $76 
which Prof. Arnold would portion out to the entire 
first year of the baby. 

The truly fashionable baby often goes to the hospi- 
tal to have his surgi operations performed, and a 
visit was made to Dr. man W. Brophy, a Chicazo 
authority on the cleft palate. In these days the child 
who is born with this defect is made as good as new. 
and this fact is largely due to the discovery of ‘the 
Chicago surgeon that tis babyship must be operated 
on early. Me is hurried away to the hospital at 3 
months old and again a little later, and it is no un- 
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common thing to find twenty babies all patients of 
Dr. Brophy's at the Presbyterian hospital at one time. 


* * 
None Turned Away Unassisted. 


As the little children of the rich are quite often 
victims of this trouble, a sliding scale of prices is 
charged for the operation, for at least this Chicago 
doctor was never known to turn away a case of a 
penniless little youngster who needed his services. 

A few years ago, at the fifty-eighth annual meet- 
ing of the American Medical association, Dr. Brophy 
admitted to having operated on over 1.300 babies under 
6 months of age, and as Chicago has grown. in fame 
as the headquarters of the discovery of a successful 
treatment for this defect, the cases have grown many 
times in number. 

“tT have found,” says Dr. Brophy, “that the bones 
of the baby’s palate are not defective in structure or 
incomplete in development. There is only failure of 
union. The treatment is to close the separated bones 
within three months after birth, when the bones are 
soft and easily bent and moved into correct positipn. 
The lip operation should follow within three months 
after the bones have been reunited.”

Kindergarten Increases the Price. 
Kindergarten in some of its phases brings. the baby’s 
average price far above the figures of Prof. Arnold. 
The price for the child of from 1 to 4 years. of age is 
$175, according to his estimate. One south side father 


who had à little daughter of 4 showed some friends 


a small. smudgy drawing hanging on the wa ne of his 
home one evening. eae ar | 

“That cost me just $75,” he said, to the amazement 
of his friends. It was explained later that this was 
the price of one term ror nis little daughter at a fash- 
lonable kindergarten where she had learned to make 


tpe, drawing. 
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Questions were also asked of several photographers, 
where it developed that there are periods in the taking 
of babies’ pictures, which makes it easy to estimate 
chronologically that expense of babyhood. 

“From 6 to 9 months is the first average age when 
the baby’s picture is taken,” says William L. Koehne, 
“and then a skip is apt to be made to 2 years. At 
either of these ages the baby is an easy subject be- 
cause he is still blandly unconscious of the fact that 
he is having his picture taken.” 

That anywhere from $3 to $40 a dozen is spent by 
mothers on the first baby pictures was elicited, and 
this not always according to the -wealth of the par- 
ents. “Some think that because the baby is young 
its pictures shouldn’t cost much, and others think that 
because they are the first ones the most costly ones 
possible should be ordered,” said the young woman who 
deals with the mothers. 

So baby’s picture is an item that has been left out 
of the cost of the 1 year old as computed by the Bos- 
ton professor.

Other Side the Dark One. 

Another side of the story may be learned from the 
visiting nurses, however. A year ago a Chicago wom- 
an asked the names of twenty children who had never 
had a doll. She prepared twenty beautiful dolls to 
be given to them, and the nurses fairly tumbled over 
one another to get them for children in the families 
of their patients. They were “little mothers,” most 
of them, who at 4 years old had never had the begin- 
ning of $175 spent on them and who had never even 
had a rag doll baby to play with. Some of them had 
even grown to 12 and 14 yéars old with no doll babies, 
and only their little sisters and brothers to play with. 

When children reach the age of 18, according to 
Prof. Arnold, they begin to pay back the money in- 
vested in them, the paying process taking the form 
of either wages earned or work and labor performed. 
In the homes covered by the visiting nurses it begins 
much earlier than this. “The wages of the 14 year 
old brother and sister are the only means of support 
in many of the homes we work in,” said one nurse. 

Even on the average of Prof. Arnold the debt to 
the world is canceled between the thirtieth and thirty- 
ffth year, and then the man can begin paying his 
share of the expense of taking care of those who have 
not begun to pay thelr own way through the world. 


This puts a new aspect on 2 old adage that the 


world owes every man a living\. It would seem that 
the man is continually in debt to the world, either ~4 
his own account or on accouht of some one else.

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Chicago has a great many dollars invested in chifl- 
dren, but as about 100,000 of them are getting out of 
the dependent class each year and beginning to pay 
back their debts, the investment is a safe one.

The Chicago City Gardens association enters the 
second year of ils existence with almost double its 
former garden space and number of beneficiaries. 

The area of its gardens on the west side aggre- 
gates forty-five acres. Within its scope is now in- 
cluded the gardens of Abraham Lincoln center on 
the South Side, comprising twenty-one city lots. 

More than 2,000 men, women, children 
have taken up-** little claims on the tracts. These 
city agriculturists represent about 400 families.

HE twentieth century garden is growing 
boys and girls. ä 
Three boys doing damage to the ex- 
tent of $30,000 in an Ohio Suburp are 
credited with starting the movement for 
boys’ vegetable gardens in America. 

They lived in Slidertown, then a strag- 
ling village on the outskirts of Dayton, 
O., and, as the president of a large corporation there 
estimated it, had each worked about $10,000 Worth of 

mischief in the neighborhood, making it a Byword. 
The corporation president thought the boys needed 
farms to grow on, The city had no cows to drive, no 
chores to do, no live green things to watch aud tend. 
And inasmuch as he could not take them to the farm, 
he decided he would bring the farm to them. He 
plowed and laid out in plots two acrea of ground, 
That was in 1897. Ten years later there were fifty 
of these individual gardens, each 10x00 feet in sise, 
and tended by as many different boys, the corporation 
furnishing tools, seeds, and other equipments and the

Plan Makes Rapid Progress. 

“At first the boys were backward. Some of them 
laughed. Then 4 few took hold. The boys were fas- 
einated. Bulbs: soon appeared. The boys became proud. 
Vegetables, came. The boys wondered. Finally they 
grew enthusiastic. Others joined them and before the 

end of the season forty boys were working together 
systematically in the gardens. The ¢ompany an- 
nounced a series of annual prises amounting to $50, 
And the boys were also allowed to sell what they 
raised at market prices. Now each year all make 
enough. money during the summer to provide pocket 
money for the winter. 
plied with vegetables through the whole summer. 

In ach succeeding year the interest has so in- 
creased that now there always are more applications 
for membership than there are plots of ground. There 
is @ course of instruction covering two years, and 
diplomas are awarded at an annual banquet given by 
the company’s president. | Application for membership 
in the gardening class is made by card each spring, 
and since there always are more boys applying than 
can dé received the surplus number are furnished with 
- seeds, bulbs, and tools so that they can have gardens 
at home. . : 

Each boy gardener, is given a notebook in which a 
record is kept of the progress of his garden and the 
sale of his product at harvest time. Ten years after 
the gardens were established three crops of lettuce 
were taken from the gardens, three crops of beans, 
and 6,000 pounds of radishes as only part of the out- 
put. Ten tons of vegetables was the season's yield. 

The corporation president and his fellow citizeriv 
believe the gardens are growing boys as well as vege- 
tables. They ‘believe that without living somewhere 
near to nature’s heart the city boy must lack some 


essential virility that goes to give him his manliness.

Idea Now Generally Accepted One.

Cleveland Gardens Set Pattern. 


fome of the most successful and pattern school 
gardens. are in Cleveland. At the Rosedale school 
there is & wonderful large lawn, an ample play- 
ground, a rock garden, a small formal garden, a* 
botanical garden, hot beds, work tables, benches, a 
tool house, and individual, vegetable gardens, as well 
as two handsome rose arbors, a picturesque sundial, 
and two delightful stone garden seats. 

The children grow with the gardens and are real- 
izing every season the most magical influences on 
themselves from their garden work. One of the boys 
has become so enthusiastic that he has engaged to 
work in the country next summer, and it will be 
about the first summer he has ever spent outside the 
city gates. One of the younger girls said: “I did not 
have St. Vitus’ dance this summer nor last, since I 
have worked in the school garden.” The nervous 
strain of the school room from which many delicate 
children suffer is greatly relieved by the out of door 
activity. Another girl now in the high school who 
worked in one of the school gatdens for two years 
has decided to become a landscape gardener. In 
preparation for her career she raises all the vege- 
tables for her family and is studying the relation of 
soll; sunshine, and moisture to the -trees, shrubs, and 
plants. 

There is a spécial garden for the mentally and phy- 
sically defective children, who learn many practical 
lessons in reading and arithmetic from the gardening 
processes. Those who cannot plant seeds and bulbs 
or measure walks and beds take delight in keeping 
the paths free from weeds and rubbish. While the 
school garden is not primafily for the defective, it 
has become one of the most potent means ever de- 
vised for elevating them to normal conditions. 


= * 
Garden Lesson in Other Studies. 


Problems of arithmetic are found ih drawing gar- 
dens to scale, in finding the areas of beds, and in 
computing weights and measures: The observation ot 
soil, rainfall, change of season, and plants affords the 
material tor lessons in. elementary geography. The 
manual training department furnishes models from 
which labels, shtub tags, stakes, flower . sticks, and 
Une winders are made. The supervisor of domestic 
science wishes to have a garden at every centér in 
which the girls can raise the vegetables which they 
are learning to cook. In view of the relationships 
to almost every phase of the regular school program 
the idea is emphasized that gardening shduld de 
treated neither as an extra nor as 4 fad, but as @ 


fundamental part of the regular school instruction. 


There are flower shows every year and they are 
extremely beautiful and interesting. There is no 
special striving for spectacular effects, although 


flowers can never be on display without ereating at- 


tractive pictures. The shows are distinguished for 
the quality of their flowers rather than for their 
quantity, and for the charm of the individual flowers 


and Planta. : 


Every member of the gardening association must 
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whom make and care for gardens of their own, while 
the rest have individual gardens helped dy their 
parents. At the Rosedale school there is a botanical 
garden. The school grounds are becoming radiating 
centers of civic improvement. The neighbors enjoy 
the planting and often are induced to improve their 
own grounds, substituting beautiful green hedges for 
wooden lawn rails and filling their gardens with a 
succession of bloom from early spring to late autumn.

Training Garden a Great Success. 


The training garden is a novelty and a wonderful 
success. The boys are encouraged to make their work 
in the garden a basis for investigation and study, so 
that in the end they may be inclined to adopt one of 
the many branches of nature life, agriculture or hor- 
ticulture, as a vocation. This means sifting out tue 
unresponsive and sécuring the good will and support 
of the parents by laying before them the object cf 

the work and the opportunities it affords. 

Otis W. Caldwell, formerly of the Eastern Illinois 
State Normal school and now of the University of 
Chicago, tells of a rather lethargic and somewhat 
troublesome boy in the spring of 1905, who dig not 
want to work in the gardén of th®_normgt échool. 
Discussions of bees, of beautiful flowers, of thrifty 
vegetables, or experiments in crossing varieties of 
corn did not appeal to him. Finally he was asked 
if he did not wish to see how much money he could 
make by growing radishes in a bed 6x12 feet. This 
appealed to him, and he no soongr had planted the 
bed than he asked for another. He was allowed one- 
half of another bed. He began at once making plans 
as to disposition of his radishes and engaged is 
entire crop to\a local hotel, agreeing to furnish 
bunches of twenty radishes at 5 cents a bunch. A 
careful account of dates and sales and of quantities 
of material sold and of receipts was required by the 
teacher. 


The boy began work on his plot on April 1, and 
gathered the last of his crop on June 28. The re- 
ceipts from the sales to the hotel were $2.65, and 
radishes worth 85 cents had been taken to the boy's 
mother for home use, thus making a return of $3.50. 
The next season the boy persuaded his parents to rent 
a vacant lot for his use in growing potatoes, and 
during the season following be had charge of @ 
mall farm, and ie now especially interested in the 
science of agriculture and is planning to take a course 
in an agricultural college. 

In addition to sécoriig an active and abiding in- 
terest in something worth While on the part of this 
boy, there was also had a good demonstration of the 
possibilities of a small piece of ground if properly 
eared for. One hundred and eight square feet of 
earth produced radisiies worth $3.50, with much of 
the growing season yet remaining. At this rate an 
acre would produce over $1,400 ‘worth of radishes in 
Rinety days. : 
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The garden becomes for many a center of natura! 
history work,” says Mr. Caldwell. “The entire border 
of the garden and a central bed are planted and cared 
for by the gardener. For this he uses many kinds of 
plants. A number of economic plants, that are un- 
usual to boys and girls of the région. as coffee, 
and palms, are transplanted from 
the greenhouse to this space for the summer. A rose 
garden, in which grow many kinds of hardy roses, 
was Originally designed for purposes of experimenta- 
tion in budding, grafting, cultivation; and a study of 
associated insects as well as for decorative purposes. 
A lily pond and a lake somewhat less than two acres 
in extent offer excellent materials that have been 


successfully used in the study of plant and animal 
life.

School Work Lesson in Forestry, 

“A forestry section of 2,000 trees and many young 
trees, as well as numerous large native ones; offer 
material for study of various phenomena related to 
forests. The importance of the subject to such a 
State as Illinois is not easily overestimated, and for 
some time to come it is not likely to be reckoned at 
anything ime its full value. The instruction in for- 
estry is now becoming necessary. l 

“The work done in the schools is a means of in- 
struction about trees and of illustrating to 
of the school the possibilities of forest Planting and 
methods by which these are carried out. tt serves 
as an illustration to the agriculturists of the local 
region and to numerous casual visitors from 4 much 
wider region.

Consensus of Opinion on Subject. 

But the consensus of opinion among law- 
yers and real estate men is, I think, that 
taxes apply from January lst of the year in 
which they become a lien, to January Ist of 
the following year. 

“Tt is to this confusion as to what period 
taxes apply that the chief difficulty exists 
in getting a buyer and seller together on the 
matter of taxes. 

“Generally speaking, it might be said to 
be the custom that if a sale is 
earlier in the year than July 1, the purchaser 
assumes the general taxes for that year, 
but even prior to that date, ft is frequently 
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far been unable to secure at what it deemed 

reasonable prices.
